HIS OPPONENTS THROW THEIR 
OPPORTUNITY AWAY. 

THE DELEGATES FROM NEW-YORK TO CHI- 
CAGO CHOSEN BY A COMBINATION OF 
ARTHUR AND EDMUNDS MEN OWING TO 
THE HESITANCY OF THE OPPOSITION 


LEADER. 

Utica, April 23—The Republican State 
Convention is over, and the friends of Chester A. 
Arthur, James G. Blaine, Senator Warner Miller, 
ex-Goy. Cornell, and “* Boss’ O’Brien are full of 
reflections and regrets. It has been a day of per- 
sonal defeats and disappointments. It has brought 
sorrow to those over-confident Blaine men who 
came here determined to have everything the 
convention could yield them by squeezing. It has 
mortified the stalwart boys, who had been crow- 
ing for weeks about their ability to carry the 
State Convention for Arthur, and who have 
been forced to support an Edmunds ticket of the 
strongest description in order to prevent Blaine’s 
success. 

To Senator Miller it has been a day of painful 
sensations, for he has been reminded that lack of 
foresight and management have contributed to a 
humiliation which was administered in part by 
the votes of his friends—men who would have 
preferred to vote with rather than against him, 
but who could not await the  con- 
clusions which his mind reached this 
time with fatal slowness. The convention 
has also te2n a good deal of a disappointment to 
the Edmunds men who would not join hands 
with the Arthur forces, for they are not satisfied 
that the effect of the election of Edmunds dele- 
gates at :arge will not be to injure the Edmunds 
cause inthe eyes of people who have suspected 
an alliance, offensive and defensive, between the 
friends of Arthur and Edmunds. 

So far as can be ascertained at this time, the 
only meahing to be drawn from the doings of 
the last 18 hours is that the partisans of Chester 
A. Arthur and James G. Blaine are so nearly 
equally divided in this State and so bitterly op- 
posed to each other as to demonstrate the utter 
inadvisability of making either of them the Re- 
publican candidate for President. Senator Miller 
came here, accompanied by many of the most 
prominent Blaine men,intent upon capturing 
the State Convention for Blaine. The friends of 
the President came with the purpose of accom- 
piishing a like result for Mr. Arthur. Mr. Miller, 
from the moment of his arrival here, appeared to 
be absolutely without plan or resources. He had 
no canvass of the supposed Blaine delegates. 
He had no proposition to make that looked 
to the selection of independent or unin- 
structed delegates and when consulted only 
managed to muddle the brains of the men who 
had depended upon his experience to help them 
out by a desire to induce the convention to carry 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid, and in his intense anxiety to 
make good a promise understood to.have been 
given to Mr. Reid only four days ago he wasted 
precious time. 

The Arthur men, unlike those who looked to 
Mr. Miller for guidance, came here pretending 
more confidence than they really felt. Mr. 
James D. Warren had made a close canvass of 
the strength of the leading candidates. He 
thought Arthur could not muster more 
than 181 delegates. But these 18f were 
safe and sure men. Mr. Warren § also 
knew _—itthat Blaine’s strength was 243 
votes and that Mr. Miller was not as sure of these 
men ashe ought to have been if he had taken 
the trouble to inform himself. Further, Mr. 
Warren counted up 7 more or less sure 
Edmunds men, and saw that the only 
chance of beating Mr. Biaine lay in cap- 
turing these men. As so0m as the pros- 
pect of choosmg Arthur~delegates was 
seen to be hdépeless, Mr. Warren’s men gave up 
the fight, but they had come with a purpose. If 
they could not get the convention for Arthur, 
they could try to prevent it from going for 
Blaine... It was, of course, known very soon that 


the Miller search for an alliance was being 
made under such embarrassing conditions that 
no headway was being made. When the oppor- 
tunity presented of capturing the Edmunds men 
by offering them ali the delegates at large there 
was no hesitation. ** Boss’ O’Brien and his city 
“boys,” who regarded the dish of crow with 
aversion, allowed the compact to be made with- 
out objection or’comment. The arrangements 
made bound the two unsympathetic bodies of 
delegates after the alliance bad been effected. 

There were several manifestations of personal 
feeling. Collector Robertson was hissed and ap- 
plauded when his name was called, the audience 
noticing that Mr. Marshal McDougal and several 
of the Government officers in Utica shared in 
making the unfriendly demonstrations. Mr. 
Piatt appeared to inspire particular aversion, 
and men who had commented upon the strange 
chances of politics which had made it possible 
for Senator Miller, T. C. Platt,and Lou Payn 
to be closeted together and working for the same 
result rejoiced that both should have shared in 
the same reverses. 

The Arthur men are bragging to-night be- 
cause, through the fortunate arrangenient they 
were able to make with men whose. candidate 
they regard with little admiration, they were able 
to pay off scoresaguainst Miller, Corne)l, and Platt, 
and to hoid in their hands the machinery ofa 
convention which, the Arthur men admit, ought 
with good management’to have at least elected 
two, and perhaps three, out and out Biaine 
delegates.. The. “boys” are sick of their 
own work. .They know that the whole 
country will regard the.expression of the 
convention asa positive disapproval of Arthur 
as a candidate, and that it may set Edmunds for- 
ward as a candidate with so much promi- 
nence as to make it .extremely probable 
that he will be promised the Electo- 
ral vote of this State. Mr. Wadsworth, who 
was opposed to the combination with the Arthur 
men, does not entertain this view. They fear 
that the manner in which the delegates at large 
were obtained for Edmunds will only be consid- 
ered a piece of political humbuggery. and will 
operate to Edmunds’s detriment. e believed 
that whatever ticket was made, the makers of it 
would respect the Edmunds sentiment in the 
State by putting on one man undoubtedly for 
Edmunds. 

The convention was a remarkable one in some 
respects. No body of Republican delegates ever 
contained so large a proportion of Ceeerey 
young men. New blood, the newer ideas of pol- 
itics and faith and newer methods characterized 
the body. There was a conspicuous absence of 
the men who, four years ago, ran the conven- 
tion for Grant. Stoughton, Phelps, Pinckney are 
dead. Conkling, French. Wheeler, Mason, and 
men of that class were missed. There was less 
suggestion of cut and dried meen on also less 
enthusiasm. Altogether it was rather dull, and, 
in its closing stages, from the time Senator Mil- 
Jer made his speech in favor of larger conven- 
tions, speaking to a house cheerless and without 
lights, it was to the close not sufficiently inter- 
esting to keep a third of the delegates in attend- 
ance. 

The work in the meeting of the State Commit- 
tee held two hours before the convention assem- 
bled, undoubtediy contributed to the hopeless- 
ness of the Blainemen. At the brief meeting last 
night the Montgomery delegation, elected by the 
friends of Mr. George West, were put onthe roll 
At the meeting this morning a motion was made 
to reconsider tie action of the committee. This 
motion was carried by a voteof 17 to 12. The

New-York delegation. e was received with a 
round of applause that was taken up by the 
gallery and was prolonged for some moments. 
Then ex-Senator Hamilton Harris strolled lei- 
surely in with his cigar, as usual, unlighted and 
half-buried somewhere in his right cheek A 
gentleman spare in figure, with sharp features 
and straight y hair, who came like a 
streak tow: the platform, was  point- 
ed out to the rural members as Mr. 
George Bliss, whom everybody should know, 
at least by sight. Ex-Congressman_ Rich- 
ardson tramped in at the head of the Allegany 
delegation. Mr. * Mike’ Dady leaned er 
against a seat in the section reserv for 
the Brooklynites. He was faultiessly attired, and 
the broad silk-faced tiaps of his new brown Spring 
overcoat were thrown back revealing a buttoned 
Prince Albert of the finest cloth. He was a per- 
fect picture of the “ dude” politician who takes 
his cue from the White House. A photographer 
in the gailery hastened to _ capture a iike- 
ness of the President's henchman. Sen- 
ator Albert tt did not come down 
the aisle to keep Mr. Dady company. He stood 
by the rope which separated the delegates from 
the vulgar outsiders. For the first time in his 

olitical history he had failed to get his creden- 

jials toaState Convention. The tall Carlin, of 
‘St. Lawrence, overtopped the 496 other delegates 
as he stood near the entrance. 

Senator Miller sat at the end of the rowallotted 
tothe Herkimer men. His Speaker was by his 
side. Two rows ahead of him, and on the 
opposite side of the aisle, sat Assemblyman 
Roosevelt. Beside George Bliss was As- 
semblyman Howe, and opposite them were 
Senator Gilbert, his faithful friend, Assembly- 
O'Neil, and the other two members of the Frank- 
lin delegation, the whoie four solid for Edmunds, 
the result of a convention cleverly handled by 
the young Assemblyman. Conspicuous among 
the New-York delegates was Mr. Sitting Bull 
Lawson, whose fame had already preceded him and 
made hima marked object of interest to the peace- 
loving countrymen. Mr. Clint Wheeler occupied 
a seat as near the wall as could be got, lei- 
surely surveying the throng behind a film 
of smoke from a_ cigar whose _ fires 
he furtively kept alive. Mr. Stephen Proxy 
French was absent. A telegram for Congress- 
man Wadsworth was announced from the plat- 
form, and as he came forward to get it he was 
applauded. The Oswego delegation was left 
standing in aeide aisle, conspicuous examples of 
the sort of Republicans who do the scaiping and 
stabbing in that wonderful district. They did 
not lose their self-possession. Instinctively they 
set up a howi which focused all eyes upon them 
and led to the query, ** Whatdoes that mob want 
now?” Mr. Patrick Caillinan’s loud lungs were 
wanting to make the uproar complete. The West- 
chester and Washington men were ranged along 
one side of the hall. The bald heads of Gen. 
Husted and Collector Robertson glistened in the 
sunlight which trickled in through the dirty 
windows. The kangaroo Congressman from the 
Washington district for once was quiet and 

iven to meditation. He remembered how he’ 
faa helped elect an Assembly Speaker, and he 
wondered where the quid pro quo was coming in 
to the President on this occasion. 

One scanned the Albany delegation in vain for 
the portly figure of John F. Smyth. Mr. Smyth 
was asked earlier in the day where he was going 
“T’m associated with 
the better element now, and they’re bard to con- 
trol,” was his ready reply. John J. O’Brien’s 
delegation from the Eighth New-York was a 
curiously mixed one. There was himself at the 
head, and at the tail a gentieman of leisure 
named George Johnson. Mr. Johnson once kept 
a gambling-house at Forsyth and Grand streets. 
in Mr. O’Brien’s district, as was recently testified 
to before the Roosevelt investigating commit- 
tee. Editor Cobb, of the Lockport Journal, led 
the delegates of one of the Niagara districts, 
captured after a hard fight, during which the 
Hon. Dick Crowley spent three days and three 
nights in following him over the district. 

Among the occupants of the platform were 
Republicans who have taken a prominent part in 
such gatherings in the past. They were the Hon. 
Ellis H. Roberts, editor of the Utica Herald, 
who has an abiding faith that the tattooed man 
from Maine could sweep the country if nomi- 
nated; Editor Fitch, of the Rochester Democrat ; 
Editor Crandall, of the Buffalo Express; Editor 
Sleicher, of the Albany Journal ; Editor Durston, 
of the Syracuse Standard; Editor and Senator 
Davidson, of Otsego County—all of whom were 
enjoying a_ respite from the arduous la- 
bors of President-making. Secretary of 
State Carr, Howard Carroll, Assemblyman 
Hunt, of Jefferson; ex-Senator Dolphus 
Lynde, State Prison Superintendent Isaac 
Vv. Baker, and John MR. Lydecker; the 
big four of the Republican Party—Chairman 
Warren, Gen. Sharpe, Secretary Johnson, and 
Secretary Barker—all sat in a row, each with his 
right ieg crossed over his left, and calmly waiting 
and hoping that Senator Miller and his Blaine 
men would be toppled to the ground: That too 
new Edmunds convert, George B. Sloan, took a 
geat among the editors. During the morning 
Senator Miller received a-telegram, which ran 
thus: “I adhere to. my original intention not to 
allow my name to go before the convention. 
Whitelaw Reid.” The contents became common 
property, and doubtless the dissemination of the 
interesting information prevented any stampede 
among the delegates. The telegram was not read 
from the platform. 


As soon as Secretary Vrooman had concluded 
the tedious roll-call Mr. Roosevelt caught the 
eye of Chairman Warren. The convention en- 
thusiasticaliy applauded him before it would 
allow him to speak. He nominated for temporary 
Chairman Assemblyman Nathaniel C. Boynton, 
of Essex County. Then up rose the New-York 
Senator, his slouch hat in his hand, to nom- 
inate ex-Senator Edmund L. Pitts, of Orleans. - 
He was applauded. Some ill-mannered boobies 
in the rear cried, ** Sit down,” as he procteded to 
make the amendment to Mr. Roosevelt's motion. 
Each man arose as his name was called and ex- 
pressed his preference. This was the vote which 
was to decide whether the Edmunds men and 
their Arthur allies were to elect an out-and-out 
Edmunds Chairman, or whether the Senator 
could pull to the support of a Blaine Chairman 
that marvelously strong Blaine delegation of 
which so much has been heard of late and so 
much expected. Albany was divided, Mr. Harris 
and his friends voting for Pitts. Light of the 15 
cast their votes for the Edmunds nominee. Alle- 
gany, Broome, and Cayuga stood solidly for the 
swarthy complexioned man of smail stature, 
who coolly watched the proceedings from his 
seat in the rear of the orchestra. Chautauqua 
broke, the First District going to Boynton and the 
Second to Pitts. Chemung was tor Pitts, and so 
were all the Chevango men save one. Clinton’s 
five delegates went to Boynton, who lives 
in the same Congressional district. Then came 
Columbia, Delaware, and Cortland for Pitts. B. 
Platt Carpenter’s hand was recognized in the 
Dutchess votes it confirmed the suspicion that he 
had enlisted for Arthur. He took with him to 
Boynton two out of the First and four out of the 
Second District. There was a hurrah when 
Chairman Warren’s personal baggage, 21 
votes, was announced from Erie foran Edmunds 
man. Franklin, Fulton and Hamilton, ‘Greene, 
Ontario. Otsego, Putnam, Rensselaer, Suffolk. 
Warren, and Kings—with her lordly 47—-all voted 
solidly for the Edmunds nominee. It was the 
first time in the history of Kings that her deie- 
gation was ever united. 

Genesee, Herkimer, Madison, Onondago, Or- 
leans, St. Lawrence, Saratoga, Schoharie, Schuy- 
ler, Seneca, Steuben, Sullivan, Tioga, Wayne, 
Wyoming and Yates, and Tomvkins and Ulster 
were united on the Blaine nominee. Jefferson's 
First District, Monroe’s First, N ra’s First, 
Orange’s Second, Oswego’s Second, and Queens’s 
First all voted for Pitts. On the other hand, 
Orange’s First District and Oswego’s First were 
for Boynton. The other counties and districts 
were divided between the two. Congressman 
Wadsworth voted for Pitts, and the bal- 
ance of the Livingston delegation for Boyn- 
ton. Boynton thered in 2 in Monroe's 
Second and 4 inthe Third, all of the New-Yrok 
save Johnny Simpson’s district,and the Ninth, 
Tenth, and Pnirteenth, and half of the Fifteenth; 
2in Niagara’s Second District, 8 in OneJda, 2 in 
Richmond, 3 in Washington, 1 in Westchester— 
that of Assemblyman Otis. His total was 251, 
and that of Pitts 243. Six members of the con- 
vention had not answered to their names. When 
the Hon. Thomas C. Platt voted for Pitts there 
were cheers, laughter, and hisses. Clinton Mc- 
Dougal, one of those fellows who delight in 
the association of his name with the 306, 
hissed like a bursted flue when Collector Robert- 
son and Gen. Husted voted. Mr. Pitts and 
Charles N. Taintor were a committee to escort 
Mr, Boynton to the chair. He briefly addressed 
the convention, reminding it of its duty, and 
concluded with the remark that in this prelimi- 
nary contest the success of nobody had been se- 
cured save that of the party candidate to be 
named at pee

Although the convention took a recess at 2 
o’clock for an hour and a half, it was not until 4 
o'clock that it resumed its work. Most of the 
interval was spent by the delegates and outsiders 
in the task of finding a place to eat in and some- 
thing to eat. The crowd was much larger than 
that at avy preceding convention in many years, 
and it taxed the insufficient capacity of the ho- 
tels, causing at the same time many predictions 
that it would be a long time before another 
State Convention would be held in thiscity. The 
Gotegates coming back to the opera-house abun- 
dantly supplied with cigars soon made the air 
blue with smoke. : : 

Through this blue haze, just before 4 o’cloc 
Senator Warner Miller entered the hall an 
slowly down the centre aisle to his seat. 
His face bore no sign of hope. He sank heavily 
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into his place amid slight spplgnse mingled with 
a few hisses that proceeded from that part of 
the galleries occupied by the local stalwart vis- 
itors. Senator Gilbert consulted with him fora 
moment, and Mr. Koosevelt also had a brief chat 
with bim, the two men, one rising and the 
other about to suffera temporary prostration, 
attracting general attention. Mr. Sloan, who 
only came as a spectator, made his way to the 
patrm. — a seat upon a step. Senator 

geeshall, who ventured: to across the 
house just before the convention was called to 
order, was made conspicuous by the noisy atten- 
tions of the gallery crowd as he hurried to get 
upon the s' 

Chairman ynton. swinging his spectacles in 
his hand, at last rapped for order, and, in his clear, 
strong voice and deliberate manner, calied for 
the report of the Committee on Contested Seats. 
A delay followed, and at length Col. Bliss, the 
Chairman of the committee, came in, mounted 
the platform, and, in his rasping voice 
and driving style, submitted his _ report. 
But one contest had been before the 
committee—that in Montgomery County. 
The evidence, he said, would have justified 
the committee in refusing to seat either delega- 
tion, but the committee had decided to split the 
delegations, giving two delegates each to the 
West and Starin factions. There was scarcely a 
murmur of disapproval of this disposition of the 
contest. 

The report of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization, which came next, 
and was handed in b John R. 
Lydecker, should have satisfied aljl the 
defeated Blaine men that they could not look for 
any gifts from the victors in the preliminary 
fight. Mr. Boynton was continued in the chair, 
and the list of Vice-Presidents and Secretaries 
was so made up as to recognize the great service 
which the Edmunds men had rendered the de- 
feated Arthur men in contributing to the re- 
pulse of Blaine’s supporters. The report was 
adopted without dispute. 

Then Mr. O'Neil, of Franklin, one of the Ed- 
mundsmen who had arranged the combination 
with the friends of Arthur, raised his melancholy 
voice to ask that the roll of delegates be called 
and that each delegate, as his name was called, 
would rise and name the four men preferred by 
him for delegates at large, presenting as his 
nominations Andrew D. White, Theodore Roose- 
velt, John I. Gilbert, and Edwin Packard. 

Off at the right rose James W. Wadsworth, in 
the midst of the Genesee delegation. He had a 
substitute to offer, and with it he offered a few 
remarks. He had been for months an outspoken 
Edmunds man, open in his advocacy of that 
statesman’s nomination, determined to vote 
for him first, last, and all the time. He 
differed, however, with some of his friends 
as to the method of expressing tlt preference. 
His candidates for delegates at my were those 
determined upon by the friends of Senator Miller, 
who had frittered away the chance to makea 
combination like that which the quicker Arthur 
men had effected while he hesitated. They were 
Warner Miller, Alonzo B. Cornell, Andrew D. 
White, and Theodore Roosevelt. A change’was 
made in the Montgomery delegation and then 
the voting began. 


As each delegate was called he rose and an- 
nounced his candidate, and four tellers—Justice 
Solon B. Smith, Dwight A. Lawrence, Mr. Ste- 
venson, and § ker Sheard—kept separate tal- 
lies. The Arthur and Edmunds men watched 
with faces full of confidence. Senator Mil- 
ler and his friends stood the ordeal with 
looks of melancholy resignation. Albany 

ve Miller five votes. Aliegan and 
3roome voted for him. Cattaraugus broke, giv- 
ing votes to both the regular and the Miller tick- 
ets. Chautauqua divided, one district supporting 
one ticket while the action stood by the oppos- 
ing one. Chemung and Chenango gave their 
votes to Miller. Clinton went the other way. 
Columbia supported Miller and: cut Roose- 
velt, the first cut he had got. Cortland, 
Delaware, and Dutchess ve him more votes, 
and then Erie, Essex, ranklin, and Fulton 
and Hamilton weat the other way. Greene’s 
Arthur vote was cast for the Edmunds delegates. 
Jefferson split, but supported Miller. Kings gave 
all her votes except two —- Miller, while 
Lewis stood by him, and so did most of the dele- 
gates from Monroe. Bitter asthe dose was for 
the New-York City men, they swallowed the Ed- 
munds ticket without flinching, Johnny O’Brien 
and his neighbor, Bob McCord, evineing no sign 
to betray the unpalatableness of the medicine. 
The Sixth, Ninth, and Thirteenth Districts gave 
votes to Miller and Cornell. Niagara and Oneida 
were broken. Onondaga was solid for Miller; 
Ontario was largely against him; Oswego divided 
about oomalty Otsego helped to tify Mr. 
David Wilber by contributing to Miller’s defeat. 
St. Lawrence, which had been expected to break, 
stuck to Miller, and so did Saratoga, Schoharie, 
Schuyler, Seneca, and Steuben. Suffolk went 
over to the Edmunds-Arthur combination, fol- 
lowed by Sullivan, while Tioga, Tompkins, and 
Ulster kept on the Senator’s.side. In Washing- 
ton, Wayne, Westchester, ‘Wyoming, and Yates 
Miller held his own of the yotes.of this morning. 

It was not necessary to count up the votes to 
reach a conclusion as to which ticket had won. 
Mr. Miller’s weary countenance, as he looked 
thoughtfully toward the stage, had defeat 
stamped upon it. The man who had been re- 

arded asa lord of leaders, and who had abso- 
utely wasted the greatest opportunity pre- 
sented to him in the course of his political 
life, had allowed the keener Arthur men 
to beat him with a scheme in which he had been 
offered a chance, and he was about to discover 
that fact. While the tellers were comparing 
notes Mr. Orr, of Erie, offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, directing that if the dis- 
puted question of apportionment in the Thirty- 
third District be not settled by July 15 it shall be 
referred to the State Committee to be determined. 

More time being needed to get the figures 
straightened out, Mr. John D. Lawson, Chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions, came puffing 
up tothe platform and endeavored to read the 
declaration ot principles upon which the 
party is to go to the people. He was so 
unfamiliar with the handwritin that he 
bungied and the convention, which was noisy 
during the reading, applauded feebly the refer- 
ences to the President, then spurted a little 
when stirred up by the gallery, and finally united 
with some cordiality in cheers which were pro- 
posed by a New-York delegate. No one had any 
criticism to make of the platform that had been 
read, and it was promptly adopted as follows:

a Fanner, of Chautauqua, offered the follow- 
g: 

Resolved, That in case the committee of any Assembly 
district shall make application to the State Committee, it 
shall ascertain the tacts and prescribe an equitable rep- 
resentation for the Assembly districts of the Congres- 
sional or Senatorial district to which they belong, and 
such Assembly districts shall severally be entitied to 
the representation thus fixed at any convention of such 
Congressional or Senatorial districts, Such representa- 
tions shall be based upon the Republican vote of such 
Assembly districts at the last preceding Presidential 
election. 

An extended discussion followed amid much 
confusion. Senator Milier finally obtained the 
fioor, and presented his plan for lberalization of 
the Republican Party and providing for direct 
representation by the people in conventions. 

Sengtor Miller thought that the action to be 
taken to postpone this question and not give ita 
hearing was one fraught with great dangers to 
the Republican Party in the district of which 
they had heard. He said there must be 
some court of appeals in the Republican 
organization of this or any other State. Where 
else, he asked, is such a contest or difference of 
opinion to go if not to a convention like this 
or to the supreme power of the _ State 
Committee? “ We ought,” said. Mr. Miller, 
“to be willing to submit all ‘these 

uestions to the tair consideration of the State 

ommittee, made up in the manner that it is 
made up, and it seems to me that that is the only 
tribunal to which we can go. Though I can- 
not fully understand the case which we 
have heard, yet I have heard enough to 
make me believe that if some understanding 
is not arrived at in that district we are as likely 
to have a Democratic Congressman as a Repub- 
lican one. I think that we may safely say 
that nine-tenths of the representatives in 
all conventions, Assembly and Congressional, 
representation is based upon the Re- 
publican votes of the same district, and 
certainly I can imagine no more just 
and ere. basis than that.” Mr. Miller re- 
ferred to a plan submitted by him at the last 
State Convention which would, if adopted, for- 
ever prevent disputes. He took as_ the 
geographical unit the town and ward, and 
xrovided that a delegate should be sent to 
he State Convention from every town and ward 
in the State. One delegate for every 500 Repub- 
lican votes cast in the same ward or town, and 
one delegate for each additional 500 votes or frac- 
tional part thereof exceeding 250. It was also 
provided that all the primaries should be 
called on the same day and by the State Commit- 
tee at the same time that the State Convention 
was called. “It will be scen,”’ continued the 
speaker, “that under this system every dele- 
gate who hoids a seat in this convyen- 
tion would come at first hands from the 
people. There would be no _ intermediary 
conventions. But every town and ward in the 
State would have its primary and elect its own 
representative. Delegates in this convention 
would take their responsibility from the people 
who elected them. The plan applied only 
to State Conventions, and I ave hoped 
that, if the plan could be _ fully _pre- 
sented to this State Convention and be 
adopted it would at once extend itself into the 
Congressional and Assembly districts of the 
State.” He would, he said, submit a resolution 
embodying the entire plan, leaving it then for 
the State Committee to put it into operation. 
The plan he had devised would five a convention 
of about 1,500.and would swell the Republican 
vote of the State by 10,000 at least. 

Mr. Horr, of Erie, vehemently prdédtested 
against the consideration of the plan and moved 
to refer 1t to the State Committee. He gave way 
to George Bliss, of New-York, who, while favor- 
ing the plan, thought that the State Committee 
had too much work of its own to perform 
and could not give it the proper attention 
which it demanded. He therefore moved that it 
be referred to a special committee to be appoint- 
ed by Chairman Boynton, with power to 
take proper action. Upon that he moved 
the previous. question. He temporarily with- 
drew the revious uestion motion in 
order to allow Mr. filler to say that 
he agreed with Mr. Bliss, and the motion for the 
previous question was renewed, notwithstanding 
the protests of Mr. Horr, of Erie, who character- 
ized the proceeding as unrepublican. The pre- 
vious question was ordered, and the motion 
adopted. Resolutions of thanks to the officers of 
the convention were then adopted, and the con- 
vention adjourned sine die. 

The history of the alliance between the Ed- 
munds and Arthur forces is interesting. <A 
moral is contained, which should serve as a 
warning to some people who want the greater 
portion of the earth, and who finally wind u 
with the loss of everything. The active Edmun 
men were members of the Legislature who ar- 
rived from Albany on the 5:30 P. M. train. They 
began to feel about them, and before the end of 
two hours they discovered that there were 
about 70 Edmunds delegates on the 
ground. They found a_ strong sentiment 
among them in favor .of a straight 
Edmunds delegation to Chicago. The Arthur 
managers, Saaiainn their own weakness, and 
foreseeing that a combination with the Edmunds 
strength would eventually be theironly sal- 
vation, encouraged this sentiment. At first 
it was entertained almost wholly by gentlemen 
whose talk and actions at once stamped them 
among the impracticable ones who always at- 
tend a convention. It was with some apprehen- 
sion that the growth of the sentiment was 
watched, for there was a suspicion that a trick 
was being played upon the innocent ones by the 
Arthur men—in a word, the Wadsworth farce of 
1882 was about to be repeated. 

The active Edmunds men had all along looked. 
toward the Blatne forces of Senator Miller and 
ex-Senator Platt as being the most available for 
purposes of analliance. Some of them, among 

of St. Lawrence 
and Rooseveit, had 
conferences with Senator Miller. They 
very soon learned that there was no Edmunds 
sentiment in the Miller camp, or even the sligit- 
est approach toit, The Senatorsolemnly asserted 
that one good Edmunds delegate at large ought 
to be quite sufficient, and that to ask two was to 
seek a recognition out of all proportion with 
their seener . They had the impudence to sug- 
gest that if the Republican Party wanted to be 
suitably represented, its convention would not 
go sotray if it picked four out-and-out Edmund's 
men. hen they had the assurance finally to 
ask him to unite with them and give them three 
he was dumb with amazement. 

The friends of Mr. Miller asserted that it would 
be ayedscnehie policy to place Mr. Roosevelt on 
the ticket, fur a certain editor in New-York 
might not be by pieased. They had gathered

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‘the vote of the New-York delegation for 


lost sight of that Mr. Roosevelt stood for a 
sentiment and that his selection would be ac- 
cepted by the public with satisfaction. Nothing 
satisfactory could be obtained from the Miller 
camp, and the Edmunds men retired in disgust. 
It did not require much sounding of the Edmunds 
men that they were no disposed to 
regard George B. Sloan with that same confi- 
dence with which he was held in the Miller camp. 
Mr. Louis F. Payn’s declaration had been heard 
that every one of a? four delegates favored by 
the Senator. even if they bore the Edmunds tags 
on their backs, would be discovered when those 
tags were turned over to be Blaine men. 

About 10 o’clock in the evening the. Edmunds 
men drew their forces together, or, rather, that 
portion of them that could be found. About 40 
were thus collected. Congressman Wadsworth 
presided. Among his associntes were Boynton, 
ot Essex; Curtis and Erwin, of St. Lawrence; 
Gilbert and O'Neil, of Franklin; Latour, Roose- 
velt,and Murray, of the Twenty-first New-York; 
Ethan Alien, Doty, and Gen. Heath, of Brooklyn: 
Otis, of Westchester; Baxter, of Genesee; 
Boyce, of Fulton and Hamilton; Nash, of Liv- 
ingston; Morse, of Ontario; Westfall, of Wash- 
ington, and ‘Hawkins, Chairman of the Suf- 
folk County Committee. They discussed three 

ropositions: First, a straight Edmunds 
icket; second, an _ alliance with the 
Blaine forces; third, an alliance with the 
Arthur camp. No more decisive result was 
reached than that the gentlemen above named 
were able to prevent the confereace pledging it- 
self to either proposition. An adjournment 
was taken with the understanding thut another 
— should be held about midnight, at which 
allthe Edmunds men who could be found should. 
be prevailed upon to appear at this second con- 
ference. 

A committee was appointed to formally confer! 
with Mr. Miller with a view to an alliance. It 
was composed of Wadsworth, O'Neil, Erwin, 
Willis of Kings, and Tarbox of Genesee. They 
proposed what they themselves were disposed to 
regard as something impracticable, though they 
acted in good faith. It was that they would put 
an Edmunds ticket in the field, and if, after two 
or three ballots it was demonstrated that its 
election was impossible, then the Edmunds vote 
would be cast fora ticket composed of two Blaine 
and two Eamunds candidates.This was rejected by 
the Senator and his associates, who at the same 
time gave their visitors to understand that 
if an Edmunds ticket was run, then the 
Blaine men would not feel bound to 
enter into any alliance. The Blaine man- 
agers treated the committee so cavalierly 
that it was not in the best of humor when it 
quit the camp. It had been discovered that the 
principal idea of the Blaine people, amounting in 
fact toa passion, was to control three of the 
four delegates, 

The Edmunds men by this time had counted 
noses and ascertained that there were 76 men 
who were ready to pledge themselves to a 
straight Edmunds ticket. When the commit- 
tee reported, the conference, by a vote of 5 to 
1, decided to nominate 4 Edmunds men. The 
committee was instructed to prepare alist. It 
submitted the names of the four gentlemen who 
were to-day declared the nominees of the con- 
vention. This action had been precipitated r- 
haps by a message meantime from the Arthur 
camp that the solid Arthur vote would be 
east for any four good Edmunds men who 
might be selected. Daggett had desired to 
compromise by insisting thata man of Arthur's 
tendencies should be one of the four. This was, 
of course, scouted. Then Messrg Stephenson, 
Warren, and Sharpe, with a desperate attempt to 
be cheerful, had united in saying,.‘* Well, take the 
whole four.” It was after 2 o’clock when Messrs. 
Roosevelt and O’Neil visited the Arthur cam 
and submitted the names agreed upon in the Ed- 
munds conference. There was nothing to do but 
to accept it, for, said one of the Arthur manag- 
ers, “ anything now to beat Jim Blaine.” 

Mr. Arthur’s friends pledged themselves to 
throw their whole vote for the ticket. It wasa 
bitter pili to swallow, but the bolus had to go 
down. Theimage of the tattooed man was be- 
fore their eyes, and they viewed with horror 
the chance of his reaping any advantages on 
the morrow. At 3 o’clock in the morning the 
alliance was completed by the offer to give the 
Edmunds forces their own candidate for Chair- 
man of the convention. Mr. Erwin was accept- 
able to them and it was with the understanding 
that he should preside if he would accept the 
nomination. Mr. Erwin decided, however, that 
the sentiment of his county was too Blainey to 
warrant this and he declined the honor that sub- 
ee ye | fell to Mr. Boynton. 

he estimate of their strength made by the 
Edmunds men, as subsequent developments dis- 
closed, was not far from. being absolutely cor- 
rect in its totality. They counted 22 votes from 
Kings, + from St. Lawrence, 6 from Ontario, 4 
from Fulton and Hamilton, 4 from Franklin, 
8 from Dutchess, 4 from the Twenty-first 
New-York and 1 from the Eleventh, 5 
from Chautaugua, 3 from Suffolk, 2 from 
Washington, 1 from Chemung through Assem- 
blyman Van Duzer, who participated in the Ed- 
munds councils; 5 from Livingston, 3 from 
Seneca, 3 from Madison, 3 from Osweco, 
and 4 from Essex. Four on_ the _ list 
were counted doubtful. Congressman Wads- 
worth pleaded to be allowed to yote for Warner 
Miller, pledging himself to vote for three Ed- 
mundsmen. The Congressman must have for- 
gotten all about this incident, for in the 
convention he was the man to _ present 
the Blaine ticket and he voted for it. Con- 
siderable forgetfulness was discernible among 
other professed Edmunds men when the votes 
were being cast in the convention. The friends 
of the Hon. Whitelaw Reid are exercised over 
what they choose to term the bad faith of Mr. 
Miller toward him. In return for the editor’s

delegate at large. The Blaine men were evidently 
more anxious to save Messrs. Miller and Sorneil 
than a mere editor. There is little doubt in the 
minds of observers that Mr. Reid might have 
been elected had Mr. Miiler urged or 
even offered his name. As late as 2 0’cloek to- 
day the Blaine men attempted to crawl out of 
their tracks by making the proposition, through 
Senator Vedder, to accept a ticket made up of 
two Biaine and two Arthur delegates. The Ar- 
thur managers got up in a corner and braced 
each other up to prevent their bursting with 
laughter at the novelty of this attempted deal. 


COMMENTS IN WASHINGTON. 
ARTHUR AND BLAINE MEN DISAPPOINTED 
AND EDMUNDS MEN PLEASED. 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—News from the 
convention at Utica came in driblets this after- 
noon and evening and witha slowness that was 
exasperating to the many persons who were 
anxiously seeking for definite information of the 
convention’s proceedings. The evening papers 
had no news later than the ordering of the roll- 
call, and it was not until quite late to-night that 
details of the convention’s work became gener- 
ally known. Most of the New-York Representa- 
tives who remained in town received dispatches 
from frierds at Utica, and were eagerly sought 
for by politicians, while there were steady 
streams of inquirers at the offices of 
New-York newspapers. When the figures 
of the vote for delegates at large were circulated 


in the hotels, where the net crowds had gath- 
ered, the friends of Mr. munds shook hands 
with each other in a way that showed how 
pleased they were, while the Arthur and Blaine 
supporters condoled with each other with long 
faces. The whole interest of the politicians here 
was centred in the news from New-York, and 
scarcely a word was heard among them of the 
conventions held in other States to-day. 
The supporters of the. President profess 
to be pleased at the result o the 
convention. They say that it means 
that Mr. Arthur is in the race, to stay until the 
Nationa: Convention meets, while he would have 
been out of the race to-morrow if Senator Miller 
had controlled the proceedings at Utica. The 
ubilant Edmunds men are unable to understand 
ow the stalwarts can be satisfied with the New- 
York delegation. [t seems to them,as one of 
them said to-night, that the combination was in 
reality a surrender of the Arthur men in order to 
beat Blaine, and for proof that it was a surrender 
they point to the strong anti-Arthur character of 
the delegatesse!ected. The adherents of Mr. Blaine 
have little to —— are not conspicuous in the 
hotel lobbies. ly in the evening, when only 
the doings of the convention prior to the recess 
were known, they tried hard to keep up their 
brave appearance. “I have oo hopes of that 
recess,’ said one, ina tone of forced cheerfulness, 
and the Blaine’ men took what comfort they 
could from that thought. To-night they are 
making the most of the statement that Blaine 
has a plurality of the State delegation. 
A strong Arthur man from ithe West 
talked mysteriously about an _ understandin 
between Edmunds and the President, and hin 
that before next June Arthur converts would 
be made among the New-York delegates now 
counted against the President. The UCdmunds 
followers laugh at the story of 2 bargain with 
Arthur as One that was exploded long ago, while 
they’ express perfect confidence in the political 
integrity of every Edmunds delegate.

AN OLD MISER’S MONEY. 


MANY WILLS FOUND AND MANY CLAIMANTS 
FOR THE PROPERTY. 

GosHEN, N. Y., April 22.—After the death 
of John Wilson, an aged miser of Walden, this 
county, last October, a will was found by which 
he bequeathed his wealth, between $30,000 and 
$40,000, to a young woman named Minnie 
Oldbam. Subsequently another will, leaving 
the greater portion of his riches to a sister, the 
whereabouts of whom no one knew, was discov- 
ered, and aJso one in which an eccentric charac- 
ter named Howard Kidd was made a legatee. 
Other wills bequeathing money to different par- 
ties came to light. The result was that the 
courts were requested to unravel the compli- 
cated state of affairs which these different docu- 


ments gave rise to. In all the proceedings be- 
tore the Surrogate which haye been held from 
time to time, no representatives of the miser’s 
sister were present. nor was she heard from in 
any way. The decision of the Surrogate was be- 
ing awaited by the parties to the suit, when a 
few days since a man, representing himself asa 
son of the dead man’s sister, appeared to press 
the claims of her heirs to the money, she having 
died in a Western State, leaving five children, 
none of whom had heard of the death of their 
uncle until a week or so ago. The new-comer in 
the case presented to the Surrogate the alleged 
proof of his identity, and his authority to repre- 
sent his relatives in the matter, and employed a 
lawyer to look after his and their interests. The 
papers and claims of the stranger are being in- 
vestigated by the Surrogate, and if they are 
found to be satisfactory the case will be reopened. 

John Wilson lived for 50 years in Walden, and 
acquired his fortune by the most miserly habits. 
He was a stone-mason by trade, and for 40 years 
worked at his occupation without the loss of an 
hour's time. He sponged for his living wherever 
he could, frequently compelling his mother, who 
supported herself by domestic Sy ree nl to con- 
tribute to his wants out of her hard-earned pit- 
tance. Ten years ago he took up his abode in 
the garret of an old stone house, where he lived 
the life of a hermit until the house was torn 
down, when he was forced to buy a miserable 


“house in an out-of-the-way place, where he lived 


until he was found dead one morning in the 
midst of his filth and wretchedness. 

During all the time that he lived in the barely 
habitable — of the old stone house, and the 
miserable hut afterward, only one person was 
permitted to cross his threshold without permis- 
sion, and he held voluntary communication with 
but one otber. A tax collector named Bradly 
forced an entrance into the garret once, and suc- 
ceeded in collecting the first tax that the miser 
had paid in over 15 qoere. The welcome visitor 
to the garret was Minnie Oldham, the l7-year- 
old daughter of a poor laboring man. She he 
had known from a baby, and was a favor- 
ite of his. She visited him daily, showing him 
many kindnesses, and attending to the only 
household work he would allow done in his 
wretched quarter. The other friend was Howard 
Kidd, an eccentric character, whom the miser 
aa apm to come to the entrance of the garret, 

ut never allowed him to enter. 

Wilson’s mother toiled for her subsistence un- 
til she was 80 years of age. At fourscore, worn 
out by hard work and years, the old woman ap- 
plied to her son for support during her few re- 
maining years. She had a great horror of the 
poor-house, and her son was aware of it. He 
told her that he would see that she was taken 
care of. He purchaged her a new pair of shoes, 
and then walked her 20 miles to the county alms- 
house. Taking the shoes from her he left her at 
the poor-house and went away without a word. 
She survived the disgrace she had long fought 
against but a few days, and was buried a pauper. 

Wilson was a typical miser in appearance, tall 
and gaunt, and clothed in garments that he had 
worn for years. It is said that he had not per- 
mitted a comb, razor, or pair of shears to touch 
his hair or beard for a quarter of a century. His

AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO CHEAT THE 


RIGHTFUL HEIRS, 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 23.—A will case in 
which $50,000 was at stake has been settled here. 
In 1880 Riley Garrett, a wealthy gentleman of 
Gainesville, was upon his death-bed and Dr. 
Henry J. Long was calledin to attend him. This 
was the first and only acquaintance between the 
two men. Garrett died in a few hours and 
before he could be buried Dr. Long hurried 
to the Ordinary’s Office and took out papers of 
administration, putting himself in charge of 
what in this country is alarge fortune. Ina few 
days Dr. Wheelers, of Brooklyn, N. Y¥:, a nephew 
of the dead man, appeared as legatee and was 
astonished to find that Dr. Long, a stranger, had 
forestalled bim. It was learned that in a 
trunk which the dead man had there was 
about $20,000 worth ofr securities, together 
with a will bequ®athing his entire proper- 
ty to Wheelers, the will being wrapped 
around a portrait of the legatee. During 
the legal struggle which ensued Dr. Wheelers 
also died, leaving a will in which he bequeathed 
his entire interests to his wife, a lady of 3. Mrs. 
Wheelers continued to struggie for her righte, 
during which Long discovered that she was 
wearing a diamond ring belonging to the estate. 
For this be had her arrested on a criminal 
charge and for several hours she was locked up 
inthe Hall County Jail, until a gentlemen se- 
cured her release. She then married Mr. Hamil- 
ton Huggins, of Athens, who prosecuted the case 
against Long vigorously. The case went up to 
the Supreme Court twice, each time the court or- 
dering Long to turn the property over to the 
rightiul owners and each time the doctor finding 
flaws upon which to keep up the contest. The Su- 
preme Court denounced his action in obtruding 
himself upon the estate. Lately hesold out and 
removed to Florida, when the matter was brought 
into the Federal courts and for a week past Dr. 
Long has been a prisoner in Atlanta, Finding 
himself drifting into the criminal side of the 
court he agreed to settle and has just been re- 
leased.

Carro, April 23.—A council was held this 
morning at the British Consulate, attended by 
Nubar Pasha, the Egyptian Premier, and Gen. 
Sir Evelyn Wood, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Egyptian Army. It was decided to advise the 
British Government to send a mixed expedition 
of British and Egyptian forces to the relief of 
Berber. Such an expedition could reach there in 
two months. 

Paris, April 23.—The inspired press in- 
sist that France will assert her rights in Egypt 
and reject the placing of the debt under British 
guarantee. Such a course would be likely to 
lead to annexation.. The République Francaise 
says: “ France cannot further await English pro-- 
posals. The manner in which England has estab- 
lished herself in Egypt reopens the Eastern 
question. Out of a matter to be discussed be- 
tween Englandand Francc, England has caused 
the gravest European question to arise.”

Accordin to advices from 
Cairo, many English officers volunteer for 
the expedition, which will be ready to start 
in 10 days, if the camel transport used in the Red 
Sea expedition is available. Nubar Pasha has 
telegraphed to Hussein Pasha, the Governor of 
Berber, to maintain his post, as relief may now 
be hoped for. Earl Granville proposes to in- 
clude among the conditions of the adherence of 
the powers to the Egyptian financial reforms the 
stipulation that the capitulations shall be so 
altered as to permit of the taxation of foreigners. 
The conference on Egyptian financial affairs will 
not meet until the basis is fully settled. 

Vienna, April 23.—The Politische Cor- 
respondenz says that England has not yet issued 
invitations to a conference on Egyption finan- 
ces; that she has only sounded the powers on the 
subject, and that the powers appear to acquiesce 
in the principle. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, A pril 23.—Ear1 Dufferin, 
British Minister to the Porte, has stated that En- 
gland maintains that Egypt is entitled to con- 
clude commercial conventions with foreign pow- 
ers, granting the ‘most favored nation” treat- 
ment under the firman of 1876.

THE’ OHIO-CONVENTION ONLY PRE- 

PARED FOR WORK. 

THE OUTOCROPPING OF THE SHERMAN FEEL- 
ING—THE NAMES SUGGESTED FOR THE 
DELEGATE AND STATE TICKET. 

| OreveLand, Ohio, April23.—Measured by 
the attendance on this convention and the inter- 
est shown by all present as to who shall be sent 
to Chicago, the Republicans of the State are 
found to be full of hope end courage and pre- 

pared to carry the State in the Fall if such a 

thing can be done. The excitement began early 

and was kept up all day. It was seen that the 
time had come to pay some attention to the 
héad of the ticket, and as a resulta quiet but 
systematic effort was soon on foot to nominate 
Gen. 8. S. Robinson, of Kenton, to that po- 


sition. 

Gen. Robinson is a veteran in politics as well 
as war, having been one of the most efficient Ex- 
ecutive Commuttee Chairmen the State has ever 
had and having also servedin Congress. The ar- 
gument used was that in this year a man good 
enough to run for Governor should be chosen, 
and that almost any Republican could take it, 
feeling that he was belittling himself by so do- 
ing. When approached on the subject Gen. 
Robinson dectared he was not a candidate, but 
would not say that in case he was nominated he 
would not accept. The idea seems to be thata 
good organizer and a thorough politician 1s 
needed in that place just now. 

The colored men,who are here as delegates:to 
the numberof half a dozen,are dctermined to 
have one delegate at large, but are not able to 
unite on any of their number. The Rev. Mr. 
Poindexter, of Columbus, is in the lead, and 
when approached with a proposition to holda 
caucus of the colored delegates and decideon 
some man they would support, he refused, say- 
ing that the colored men should each go before 


the convention on his own merits and not raise 
the color line. The idea of a caucus was there- 
fore abandoned. 

The Cleveland district delegation had a meet- 
ing at 10 o’clock this morning to decide whom it 
would support for delegate at large. A resolu- 
tion was adopted that Dayton should vote as a 
unit on this matter and that all should abide by 
the result of the meeting. The names of R. C. 
Parsons, ex-member of Congress from this dis- 
trict, and M. A. Hanna, President of the Herald 
Publishing Company, were proposed. Parsons 
received 15 votes and Hanna 20, securing the 
election of the latter. Threats were made by 
some of Parsons’s friends that Parsons would 
bolt the decision and go before the convention 
on his own merits, but this will hardly be at- 
tempted, as the Parsons men were first to pro- 

e the unit rule. A resolution was offered in 
the delegation meeting that all delegates to 
Chicago should be requested to votefor no man 
for President whose election would aay nine 
Republican control of the United States Senate. 
This pointed at Sherman and was voted down. 

Gen. J. Warren Keifer spent the forenoon 
wandering about the hotels, attracting little at- 
tention and no enthusiasm. There is no disposi- 
tion to injure him now that he is down, and very 
little to again help him up. 

J. O. Converse, the Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, is a very good specimen of a 
Sherman man under a coating of Blaineism. He 
is a delegate trom the Nineteenth District, which 
is very strong for Blaine, and is under instruc- 
tions for Blaine, yet he admits that the Sherman 
men are rather thick, and that he would not be 
called to very strict account if he should find it 
necessary to change from Blaine to Sherman. 
There are a great many other delegates who are 
in the same position. 

The first session of the convention was opened 
at 2 P. M. in the Ontario-Street Tabernacle, 
which had been handsomely decorated, care be- 
ing taken to cover over with white cloth the 
Scripture quotations painted on the walls. The 
attendance of delegates and spectators was ver, 
large. The convention was called to order by J. 
O. Converse, Chairman of the Central Commit- 
tee, and prayer offered by Dr. Mueller, of the 
Scoville Methodist Church. Gen. C. H. Grosver- 
nor was then introduced astemporary Chairman 
and made along speech, which wasa review of 
the history of the Republican Party. An 
adept touch in favor of Sherman evoked 
much applause, which although not 
as loud as it might have been, 
Vas chongh to show the Blaine men that they 
were not having everything theirown way.

BULLION NOT PAID FOR.

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AN ELECTRIC RAILWAY AT BRIGHTON.

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NEARLY A HUNDRED YEARS OLD.

THE CAREER OF A REMARKABLE OLD GEN- 
TLEMAN WHO DIED‘LAST WEEE. 

A very remarkable old man died on Sat- 
usday at No. 1,242 Third-avenue, who, if he had 
lived until next September would have com- 
pleted his one hundredth year. The deceased 
was Salomon Leib Cohn, the father-in-law of 
Salomon Vacobson,a merchant of this city, in 
whose residence he died. Up to his last moments 
the old man retained all his faculties, and until 
his final sickness he entertained bis child- 
ren, grandchildren, and great-grandchil- 


dren with stories of his own ex ences 
of three-quarters of a century ago. r. Cohn 
was born in Warin, in Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
in North Geemeny Jom Sept. 22, 178. He was a 
son of Gedaljah Salomon Cohn, a rabbi of the 
Hebrew Church in Warsaw, Russia, and it was 
while the rabbi was traveling with his family in 
Germany that the son was born. The rabbi him- 
self lived to be more than 100 Fp of age, and 
his son told with a great deal of pride that when 
his father was 90 yearsold the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin was so struck with the old man's 
handsome and venerable face that he caused his 
picture to be painted in his own castle, where it 
still remains in the picture ery. 

Salomon Cohn was educated to become a rabbi 
in Berlin, and afterward in ©, but, while he 
was a young man, his father left the priesthood 
and became a merchant, buying hides through- 
out Germany and Russia, and his son also gave 
up his intention of becoming a rabbi, and we nt 
into business with him. e was traveling in 
Russia when Navoleon’s ill-starred army in- 
vaded the country, and the old gentleman 
was very fond of telling his mnumer- 
ous . offspring of his seeing Napoleon in 
the village of Wengerow, when the great Gen- 
eral was on his way back to France with his 
Marshals, and of helping to unharness their 


horses. He remembered distinctly every detail ‘ 


of Napoleon’s conquests and final overthrow, 
and often related incidents of the great battles, 
thedates of which were always fresh in his mem- 
ory. When he was 80 years old, after a business 
career of eight or ten years, Mr. Cohn studied 
again in Berlin,and seven years later he was 
married and returned to Warin, where he lived 
for more than 60 years, and was known to all the 
villagers, who were accustomed to take off their 
hats whenever they met the venerable old man. 

When he was 70 years of age he traveled on 
foot trom Warsaw to Berlin, and then to Sles- 
wick-Holstein, where he crossed to Copenhagen, 
and then to Stockholm, returning to Stettin, in 
Prussia, from which place he walked back to 
Berlin. He told his grandchildren that he ac- 
complished all his travels on foot while he was 
in business with his father. He retired from 
business at the age of 60, but 30 years later he 
taught the Hebrew language in a school in 
a He was personally acquainted 
with all the Dukes and Grand Dukes of 
Mecklenburg since the year 1800, and re- 
membered distinctly the dates of their births 
and deaths. The old man had seven children, 
two sons and five daughters, all of whom left 
him and came to this country 20 or 30 years ago. 
They are Aaron Cohn, of Chicago; Moses Cohn, 
of Kalamazoo, Mich.; Mrs. Satomon Jacobson 
and Mrs. Samuel Rosenberg, of this city, and 
Mrs. Meyer Kramer, Mrs. Moses Rosenberg, and 
Mrs. Samuel Rosenbaum, of Kalamazoo, all of 
whom are well-to-do people. Eight years ago 
his wife died, and three years ago, when Salomon 
Jacobson’s two sons, Charlesand Augustus, fin- 
ished their education in Berlin, their grand- 
father, then a old, accompanied them to 
this country. He was blind in one eye, but, in 
spite of this infirmity, he walked alone all over 
Berlin to renew his acquaintance with the scenes 
of his youth. 

The passage to this country was made in May, 
1881, and was very rough, the voyage occupying 
19 days from London; but the old man of 9% 
had not the slightest touch of sea-sickness, and 
every day smoked his pipe on deck and ate more 
at the table than any other passenger. After ar- 
riying in_this country he at once traveled 900 
miles to Kalamazoo to see his children, and then 
returned to New-York after making a vigit in 
Philadelphia. He took up his residence with his 
daughter, Mrs. Jacopson, and his grandchildren 
often sat up until after midnight to listen to 
his tales of four generations ago; and many 
visitors called to be entertained py the old man’s 
stories. He ate heartily until within the last 
two weeks of his life, and was firmly possessed of 
the idea that he would live to be 120 years of age. 
A peculiar fact was that Mr. Cohn, until the last 

ear of his life, wished to be married again, and 

-in Berlin, in his ninty-sixth year, he fell in love 
with a widow of 60, and his children had a hard 
struggle to induce him to relinquish his idea of 
song | her. Until the last week he talked ina 
strong, hearty voice. He was buried in Green- 
wood Cemetery yesterday.

THE HARLEM RIVER BRIDGE. 


The three competitive designs for the. 
bridgeto be-erected over theHarlem Rtver, half 
amile above High Bridge, under the direction 
of the Park Department, may now be seen at the 
offices of that departméntin Union-square. The 
competitors, Mr. Alfred P, Boller, Mr. Joseph M. 
Wilson, and Messrs. Buck and McNulty, are en- 
gineers of the highest standing, well known in 
their profession by important works in bridge- 
building. Mr. Boller is the designer, among 
many other important bridges, of the lower 
railway bridge at Albany and of the draw- 
bridge which is to cross the Thames at 
New-London. Mr. Wilson is oneof the engineers 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, who have designed 
not merely the engineering works of that road, 
but the Broad-street station in Philadelphia, 
which is, up to this time, the most admirable 
specimen of railway architecture-in this country. 
Mr. Buck is the engineer of the newest suspen- 
sion bridge at Niagara, and his coadjutor, Mr. 
McNulty, is well known as one of the most 
important members of the engineering staff 
of the Brooklyn bridge. The layman who 
looks over the plans has a right to 
assume, from the reputation of their 
authors, not only that all the plans are construct- 
ible, and that the work executed in accordance 
with any one of fhem will be a sound and suffi- 
cient bridge, but that the estimates submitted 
with them may be trusted. If his interest in the 
competition resides chiefly in the problem as one 


of engineering swesthetics, he will be at liberty 
simply to compare the different conceptions of 
the nature of the work noted by the different 
designs. The engineers were left not only un- 
hampered in this respect but without the guid- 
ance of any programme or any official el oot 
of the kind of structure whiéh the Park Com- 
missioners thought most suitable. 

Mr. Boller’s design shows what in its main struc- 
ture isa railway bridge,devised forthe purpose of 
spanning, at the least cost, the river and its banks, 
from the high ground west of the Boulevard on 
the New-York side to the high ground at Bosco- 
bel-avenue on the Westchester side. The Boule- 
vard itself is ed by aplate girder supported 
by two posts dividing the space underneath into 
a roadway and sidewalks. en comes the bridge 
proper. This is of the “cantilever” pattern, 
which is scarcely ten years old in bridge-building, 
but has been made famous and broughtinto cur- 
rency by the erection of the latest of the rail- 
way bridges over the Niagara. The cantilevers 
rest upon siender piers—narrow, that is 
to say, in proportion to tMeir depth— 
the lne of which is continued upward 
to the road-bed in a cluster of iron ribs. 
The western “shore arm” of the first can- 
tilever is 171 feet. The river span has the at 
length of 580 feet, 80 feet more than the ous- 
ly unprecedented span of the Niagara bridge, The 
height from the river at the centre is 122 feet in 
the clear and 147 to the floor, and at the springing 
75 feet, making the rise of the apparent arch, for 
the inserted truss continues the line of the 
cantilever and dissembles the real construction, 
47 feet or about one-twelfth of the span. The 
approach on the Westchester side is longer, the 
siope of the bank being less abrupt, the shore 
arm of the cantilever on this side being 227 feet, 
and the roadway being carried for 400 feet beyond 
this by latticed girders on_ latticed posts, 
all of the simplest ossible construction. 
Up to this point the only thing which distin- 
guishes the main structure from a work of the 
barest utility is the slight modeling given to the 
piers which sustain its central span. At this 
point, however, a bit of architecture appears, a 
series of three arches of brown-stone, with pro- 
truding keystones pot ty Sete the roadway, 
their spandrels filled with brick-work. The span 
over Boscobel-avenue, liké that at the other ex- 
tremity, is borne by a plate girder, and the ap- 
proach terminates with an embankment of 
rough masonry. The road itself is an iron struct- 
ure, a 60-foot street paved with stone, flanked by 
tiled sidewalks, each 20 feet wide, which are 

uarded by a heavy iron railing. ‘Che total 
ength of the bridge is 2,100 feet, the estimate of 
cost submitted by the engineer $1,500,000. 

Plain as this structuré seems in the ae 
tion, and is, it is by no means so plain as the 
design submitted by Mr. Wilson, of which the 
estimated cost is $1,200,000. The length of this 
bridge, however, is only 1,520 feet against: 2,100, 
thus encountering a rather awkward grade at 
the east end, and accounting for a large part of 
the saving in the cost. The rest seems to be 
accounted for by the substitution of iron 
trestles for tne piers of Mr. Boller’s design, and 
by the much rougher and less durable finish of 
the roadway itself, which seems to be merely 
planked upon cross timbers. This too isa can- 
tilever, but one in which symmetry is exactly 
preserved; that is to say, the shore arms- 
are of the same length, 293 feet each, while the 
channel span is but 450 feet, 50 feet less 
than that of Niagara, against the unprecedented 
580 feet proposed by Mr. Boller. The height of 
the floor is 135 feet, the clear height 117. The 
centre, however, is not the highest point, and 
here comes in the chief peculiarity of the design. 
Mr. Boller, as we saw, continues the curve of 
the cantilever through the truss, simulating an 
arched construction instead of a fiat truss car- 
ried on brackets, which is the actual construc- 
tion. Mr. Wilson not only exhibits but empha- 
sizes the insertion of the truss b dropping its 
centre and making it a “fish-bladder’’ truss. 
The procedure exhibits a faith that whatever 
is done sey will look right, which is al- 
ways gratifying to find in a constructor, but 
it must be owned that the effect is not 
agreeable to eyes familiarized with architectural 
forms, and that the long, sweeping curve of Mr. 
Boller’s apparent arch is more grateful than the 
sudden protrusion downward of a new curve 
in the centre of what must seem an arch. The 
curve is, of course, much steeper also in the 
shorter span, Mr. Wilson submits, also, a modi- 
fication of his design, we believe in one point 
only, and that is the substitution of rough and 
very massive granite piers for thet es that 
carry the cantilevers in the cheaper design. Each 
of the piers is double at the foundation, uniting 
in a round arch, above which is a blind arcade. 
This is really a very noble feature, perhaps the 
most nobly monumental in treatment of any 
single feature in any one of the designs, 
and it would be very well worth the $100,000 ad- 
ditional which it is estimated to cost over the 
meagre makeshifts of iron trestle-work. The 
approach on the Westchester side is shortened 
even more than that on the Manhattan side, com- 
ing out upon Boscobel-avenue at a point li feet 
lower and 800 feet more to the westward than 
the point at which Mr. Boller’s plan terminates. 
Beyond the shore arm of the cantilever the 
roadway is carried in three truss spans of 158 
feet each. Mr. Wilson’s design has the adyvan- 
tage of being shown in perspective sketches, the 
nature and even the scale of the drawings being 
left optional with the competitors, so that it is 
unusually difficult to make satisfactory compari- 
sons. 

The third design, thatof Messrs. Buck and Mc- 
Nulty, is shown ina “developed elevation” and 
aset of technical drawings. It contemplates a 
bridge 300 feet longer than Mr. Boller’s, that is to 
say, 2400 feet in total length, and estimated to 
cost as much, $3,064,000. The cheapest 
of spanning an opening has evidently not 
the blem of the bridge as it presented itself 
to ti di rs. A gi at the plan suffices 
toexplain the difference in cost. ith the ex- 
ae torn of the river span, an iron arch 543 feet 

een the faces of its abutting piers or about 20 
feet wider than the central spans of Capt. Hads’s 
bridge at St. Louis, the whole bridge is a viaduct 
of masonry. Beginning at Tenth-avenue,an em- 
bankment of 821 feet brings us to the first pter, 
where a broad stone staircase descends to the 
Boulevard, over which is a arch of 80 
feet span for the roadway and subordinate open- 
ings for the sidewalks. The deolivity becomes 
rapid at this point, and two arches of 47 feet span 
with lengthening piers make the connection to 
the abutment of the greatarch. This abutment is 
a solid pier 50 feet thick and 90 wide, sufficient, itis 
explained, to resist alone the thrusts of the arches 
which abut npon it from either side, with an em- 
—— offset above and below the point at which 
t receives the great arch. Beyond the grent pier 
on the Westchester side springs a great granite 
arch of 166 feet span, 121 feet rise from the road- 
way below to the intrados of the arch, and 144 to 
the roadway of the bridge. Three spans of 44 feet 
each bring us to another arch of 90 feet sprung 
over a roadway, and after five spans of 30 fi 
each another arch over a street and its side , 
and anembankment of masonry closes the ap- 
proach. The arches areall semi-circular, 

There is nothing hereabout com rable ‘to this 

nite viaduct except that of the East River 
ridge, and in treatment that of the Harlem River 
viaduct is atall pointssuperior. The arrangement 
in the Brooklyn viaduct of the arches, with the 
largest voussoir at the top, is here reversed, in 
accordance with the law of gravitation and with 
excellent effect. Although in a common wali 
— the arch is so needlessly strong its 
disposition may in part be capricious without 
much injury, in an arch like the test here, of 
166 feet span, with 6-foot voussoirs, the diminu- 
tion toward the crown adds great force to the ex- 
pression. Another drawback to the effect of the 
Brooklyn viaduct, the emphasis of structure 
accompanying « weakness of color, reappears 
here and seems not to be a saab. 
but an inevitable misfortune. But the rela- 
tion of the pier and arches, and especially 
the insertion in the arcades of arches of greater 
space and lower springing—all these are much 
better managed here. ne does, indeed, wish in 
ee this monumental design that it 
might be “filed” of crudities here and there 
and gain in force of modeling by being subjected 
to the revision of a thoroughly artistic architect. 
But this may be done, and no doubt will be done, 
if the design be chosen for execution. It is, as it 
stands, the one monumental design of the three 
the one in the Pryecesion of which the site and 
we paxpene of the bridge have been given their 
value.

CuaicaGo, April 23.—Every one was disappoint- 
ed in the extent of the eattle supply to-day, falling as it 
did fully 2,000 short of Tuesday's total. The effect 
upon prices was to stiffenthem. There was an uncer- 
tain feeling at the outset, but after buyers got to work 
the competition became sharp, and before the 
morning had far advanced all of the decline 
of the day before had been _ recovered. 
The attendance of buyers was larger than 


for either of the preceding days of the week, and had 
the offerings embraced a few hundred head additional 
of desirable shipping steers, a clearance could bave 
been made at the enhanced prices. Trading was at 
$5 15 to $6 60 for good to choice. Few lots got above 
#6 25, however, while by far _the larger num- 

r crossed the scales 560 to 36. The 
market closed up (firm with nothing left 
over. The hog market had a very satisfactory open- 
ing. The supply was the largest for any day recently, 
but with a good demand from packers, shippers, and 
scalpers,and thejprovision murket opening’strong,sellers 
were enabled to advance prices slightly—5 to cents per 
pound. By the middie of the forenoon the 
large rt of the supply of good hogs had 
changed hands atthe adyance. Further along, when 
advices of a break in hog products were received, there 
was a partial suspension of operations, and the later 
feeling was decidediv weaker.

Itreacted to 
nd 9244. fell back to $16 85, and closed at 316 90, with 
ay at 15 cents less and July at 10 cents premium. 
Lard closed 2% cents lower, at $8 40 for June, after 
selling up to $8 465, with 10 cents less, and more for 
May and oor. Ribs closed 10 cents lower, at 28 32/6 
for June. ere was very little doing except in pat. 
and that mostly for June, but a moderate order trad 
in meats was noted. Liverpool was quoted 9d. higher 
on lard, and the local hog market was called steadier, 
but the grain markets took uway a large part of the at- 
tendance on provisicns, and the foreign news produced 
little more effect than would the firing of a cannon ba!l 
into empty space. On the afternoon call the market 
Was steady, and later there was a jittle trading at a 
slight advance on 1 o’clock prices, excépt that July 
pork sold up to $17 0744, but fell back. 

Wheat was active and averaged stronger, but with a 
very nervous tone and a much closer watching of New- 
York than usual, the crowd hanging on news and ru- 
mors in regard to the we movement. The market 
for June took the lead. It opened at 9044 cents, being 
the outside price paid in offices the previous afternoon; 

receded to 80% cents, then advanced to 91 cents, fell off 
to 90% cents, and ‘closed on Change at 9084 cents 
bid, with ¢ cents less for May and 146 cents premium 
for July. ere was rather free selling during the first 
half-hour, chiefly by local men, who thought the fine 
weather would bring selling orders from outside, and 
they bought back so freely as to cause the rise to 91 
cents about 10:30 o’clock on discovering their mis- 
take. This let loose a big pile of stuff held by 
the Milwaukee clique, and about the same 
time came the information, “ Bingham reselling 
Spring wheat bought yesterday.” There were subse- 
quent rumors of @ purchases here for export, 
which were not verified. Eastern men were holding 
off, those who are short (a big line) claiming to expect 
to fill at much lower prices (in this wheat) by and bye.

The State Convention yesterday adopted 
2 platform of no special strength or value, 
except with reference to finance. The 
demand for “‘ the immediate suspension of 
the coinage of the standard silver dollar, 
the retirement of the trade dollar, and 
the inflexible adjustment of the currency 
to the single standard of gold,” is a 
refreshing bit of clear talk on a sub- 
ject which has usually been much 
darkened by equivocal phrases. The 
resolution as to protection, so far as its 
meaning can be made out, is false in fact 
and mistaken in doctrine, and does not 
represent the convictions of the Repub- 
lican Party in the State. The indorse- 
ment of Mr. ArTHUR’s Administration is 
guarded enough to bea little weak and 
clumsy enough to be amusing. The ref- 
erence to civil service reform is fairly in- 
tended perhaps, but not very definite. 


It is not easy to understand what the 
Republican Convention did or intended to 
do regarding representation in the con- 
ventions of the State. The plan proposed 
by Senator MILLER was very simple. It 
provided that each ward or town should 
have one delegate, and an additional del- 
egate for each 500 votes cast at a Presi- 
dential election, and one for a residue of 
250 or!more votes, and that the State 
Committee should call the next convention 
on this basis, the primaries to be held on 
the same day throughout the State. This, 
on motion of Mr. GEORGE BLIiss and with 
the consent of Senator MILLER, was re- 
ferred to a special committee with power, 
on the curious plea that the State Commit- 
tee would not have the time to carry out 
the plan. It does not appear that it would 
tax their time very heavily; nor is it clear 
‘what a special committee can do with 
‘what was nothing more nor less than an 
instruction to the State Committee.

ERE I LE RETEST 


» The second choice of delegates to the 
Chicago Convention is likely to prove an 
important element, as will also the dis- 
guised preferences of delegates who wear 
a nominal label. The Connecticut Con- 
vention, held yesterday, was unanimous for 
HAWLEY in case a proper occasion should 
arise for presenting his name, but it was 
evident that no very urgent contingency 
would be necessary to bring out the del- 
egates as undisguised Arthur men. The 
Sherman delegates in Ohio are suspected 
of a readiness to join the Administration 
forces. The Blaine men in that State can 
be counted upon not to take the same di- 
rection, but they are bound by no instruc- 
tions which will prevent an early resort 
to their second choice, whatever it may 
be. Gen, Manone held full control of the 
Coalition Convention in Virginia, and 
there was no need of instructions to make 
sure that his delegates would support 
ARTHUR. Indications of a second choice 
all pointed toward Gen. Grant, but Ma- 
HONE’S men will probably be the last to 
abandon the cause of the President. 
There is no excuse for blindness as to the 
real danger which will beset the Repub- 
lican National Convention. 


The Mayor has sent to Representative 
Cox the report of Commander TAYLor in 
regard to obstructions in the channel 
through which vessels have to come into 
this port, and requested him to urge the 
appropriation asked for to secure the 
action of the Coast Survey. The imme- 
diate object is to have a vessel stationed 
at all times near the channel to observe 
the changes that take place, with a view 
to applying a remedy for the shoaling 
tendency that is going on there. The 
depth over the bar has in the last two or 
three years been reduced from twenty-five 
to twenty-three feet. Commander Tay- 
LOR, in his report, suggested that it should 
be increased to and maintained at a depth 
of twenty-seven feet. The importance of 
this to the large part of the commerce of 
the country which is carried on at this 
port is sufficiently obvious. While the 
existing evil should be remedied, action 
should be taken by the State to put a stop 
to the chief causes which lead to shoaling 
in the channel. These, according to Com- 
mander TAYLOR, are encroachments on the 
shores of the Bay which diminish the tide 
area and the dumping of refuse beyond 
the mouth of the channel. 


The Madrid correspondent of the London 
Times charges upon some of the Spanish 
officers in Cuba complicity with AGUERO. 
The ease with which the insurgent won 
his first successes suggests such an expla- 
nation as this, which will add new diffi- 
culties to the cause of Spain in Cuba. The 
distrust existing between Cubans and 
Spaniards has been at times of great use 
to the Spanish Government, but it is im- 
possible in such a state of society as now 
prevails in Cuba to rely upon this as an 
agency of government. The social bonds 
of orderly countries are so far loosened 
that everybody feels at liberty to look 
out for himself, and the Spanish officers 
who have joined AGUERO may be credited 
with their share of the instinct of success. 
There is no occasion for any disinterested 
observer to deprecate the triumph of 
AGUERO. He cannot leave things any 
worse than he has found them. 

If Mr. WaRNER MILLER should take it 
into his head to leave Washington about 
the 8d of June, it would be well for him 
to avoid the latitude of Chicago. He 
should visit either Havana or Halifax. 


THE CONVENTION. 


The Utica Convention has settled noth- 
ing. It hasnot settled Mr. BLaInE—much 
less has it settled Mr. ARTHUR. But it has 
named as delegates at large to the Chi- 
cago Convention four Republicans of in- 
telligence, independence, and representa- 
tive character who can be relied upon to 
speak at the great council of the party in 
the name of the thousands of independent 
voters in this State whose support cannot 
be had for a candidate thrust upon the 
party by machine effort or fora candidate 
of unclean record. 

Two of the four delegates chosen are 
avowedly and heartily in favor of the 
nomination of Senator Epmunps. Mr. Ep- 
WIN PACKARD was Chairman of the com- 
mittee which organized the notable inde- 
pendent demonstration in Brooklyn on 
Washington’s Birthday. The guests sum- 
moned to that banquet met as “‘ members 
of the Republican Party who believe that 
the success of that party at the next Pres- 
idential election can be assured only by 
the adoption of measures and the nom- 
ination of men fitted to command 
the hearty approval of the independent, 
thoughtful, and discriminating voters of 
the United States.” Mr. THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT stands upon the same ground. 
He opposes the nomination of either AR- 
THUR or BLAINE, and is disposed to regard 
Epmunps as the strongest candidate the 
Republicans can name. President AN- 
pREw D. Waite is a Republican to 
whose good judgment and outspoken 
preference for honest politics the 
Republican of the State may im- 
plicitly trust to guide him aright 
at Chicago, though in a recent newspaper 
interview he expressed himself as not be- 
ing “a very strong supporter as yet of 
any man.” In his letter read at the 
Brooklyn dinner President WHITE said, 
contrasting worthy principles as a basis of 
party action with “huckstering, trim- 
ming, evasion of issues, and delay of ac- 
tion,” ‘‘ this State has given one lesson 
to the country on this subject, and 
it will yet give more.” In the light of 
this prophetic utterance President WHITE 
may be set down as a Republican who will 
strive earnestly to avert the necessity and 
the occasion for another lesson such as 
New-York gave the Arthur bosses in 1882. 
Senator GIL3ERT’s position and preferences 
are less well known to Republicans outside 
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County, but by, those who 
out qualification as an Edmunds man. 

In its immediate results, then, the ton- 
vention will give much satisfaction and 
unexpected encouragement to those Re- 
publicans in the State who have independ- 
ence enough to spurn the bosses, on the 
one hand, and a mental balance sufficient- 
ly sure to keep them out of the ‘“‘ magnet- 
ized” mob, on the other. It was not 
to be expected that four Edmunds dele- 
gates could be secured from a convention 
in which more than four-fifths of the 
members were devoted to the fortunes of 
other men. That such a triumph of inde- 
pendence has been worf against over- 
whelming odds is one of the surprises of 
politics. But the independent and thought- 
ful Republicans of the State will do well, 
we think, to defer their rejoicings until it 
has been soberly determined what their 
victory has cost. 

There can be no doubt that by accepting 
an alliance with the Arthur forces the 
Edmunds men achieved a more complete 
success than any union with the Blaine 
delegates could have given them. It is 
equally beyond question that by taking 
that course they committed the gross and 
palpable blunder of strengthening their 
most formidable opponents to accom- 
plish the discomfiture of an enemy 
from whom they have less to fear 
than they imagine. President ARTHUR’S 
workers and supporters leave Utica very 
well satisfied with their work. They did 
not win the fight for themselves, to be 
sure, but they won it for the Edmunds 
men, and their share of the fruits of the 
victory is abundant for their present need. 
They can now continue the contest else- 
where in good spirits and with prospects 
not, in their estimation, appreciably 
damaged. Had the outcome of the 
Utica Convention been different, had 
the Arthur men, instead of Mr. BLAINE’s 
followers, tasted the bitterness of utter de- 
feat, the Administration element in the 
Presidential contest would have been 
eliminated. Mr. ARTHUR’S workers would 
have cut a sorry figure at Chicago with 
the marks of their drubbing in Mr. AR- 
THUR’s own State still raw and red upon 
their faces. Spared the humiliation of a 
dreaded defeat, and elated with their half 
victory, they will now ride into Chicago 
fully abreast of their Edmund allies—and 
we fear a little ahead. 

It is not difficult to account for the 
choice made by Mr. O’NetmL, Mr. Roose- 
VELT, and their friends between the two 
solicitors for their aid. Many of them are 
conscientiously in favor of Mr. ARTHUR as 
their second choice; many more are quite 
as conscientiously opposed to Mr. BLAINE 
first, last, and all the time. In such a 
temper they easily yielded to the concur- 
rent impulses of their sympathies and their 
antipathies. As a body, too, they were 
doubtless moved in some degree by the 
Blaine scare. Deafened by the terrible 
hallooing of the always wildly enthusi- 
astic cohorts of the man from Maine and 
blinded by the prodigious dust they kick 
up, they, like many anxious editors in 
these days, were unable to properly 
measure the more quiet, more effective, 
and far more dangerous efforts that are 
making in another quarter to lead the Re- 
publican Party to its first national defeat. 
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PROPOSED INCREASE OF THE 
NAVY. 

It was said in these columns, when the 
Senate added about $6,500,000 to the Naval 
Appropriation bill, that people would be 
curious to know what the House would 
do with this inflated appropriation. The 
items added in the Senate were mainly 
for these three purposes: Completion of 
the monitors, building of new steel cruis- 
ers, and armament for the cruisers al- 
ready under construction. The bill, as 
amended, came before the House yester- 
day in Committee of the Whole, and a 
lively debate followed. Mr. RANDALL 
stubbornly insisted that all of the Sen- 
ate amendments should be disagreed 
to and a conference committee or- 
dered. The appeal of Mr. Kasson, of 
Iowa, in behalf of the amendments was 
designed to persuade the House that all of 
these should be adopted; and his some- 
what florid speech was directed to the 
present condition of the whole navy. But 
it was hardly worth while for Mr. Kasson 
to cite the fact that European capitalists 
had secured the right of way across the 
Isthmus of Panama in consequence of 
our enfeebled condition as a naval power. 
"Nor will his intimation that we might go 
to war rather than see the control of the 
Nicaragua canal route pass irfto ‘alien 
hands” meet with an enthusiastic response 
from our people. 

Mr. DoRSHEIMER’s position, which was 
taken with much spirit, was reasonable 
and patriotic. While Mr. DOoRSHEIMER 
would see the navy reinforced und 
strengthened until it is at least equal in 
weight of metal and speed to that of any 
third class European power, he contented 
himself yesterday with advocating imme- 
diate concurrence in so much of the Sen- 
ate’s action as should provide for the ar- 
mament of the vessels already ordered. One 
of these ships has been launched, and the 
others will be in the water before Congress 
meets again in the Autumn. Has it come 
to this, may well be asked, that Congress 
must wait to see if one ship floated before 
another is built? He would have the 
armament required at once provided for 
and a reasonable rehabilitation of the 
navy authorized by Congress, 

Of course, the answer of those who 
think, as Mr. RANDALL does, that no part 
of the Senate amendments should be 
adopted by the House is that a bill to pro- 
vide for all the matters included in those 
amendments is now on the Speaker’s table. 
But nobody knows better than Mr. Ran- 
DALL that that bill stands no earthly 
chance of being passed at thissession. It 
is one of many bills so far behind the 
current business of the House that its 
death is already foreordained. Unless the 
amendment appropriating money for 
arming the new cruisers is adopted in the 
House, four costly vessels will be in the 
the water next December without guns 
and without any provision being made for 
arming them. If Mr. RaNDALL and his 
friends are ready to take the responsibility

for, t ! condition of affairs, 
they may be sure that the country will 
hold them to it.

vent the completion and the arming: of 
war vessels already nearly finished. , 


THE TRADE-DOLLAR BILL. 


When the House passed the absurd bill’ 
to expand the silver coinage by the 
amount of the trade dollars outstanding 
the action was significant of the spirit of 
the House, but, as we pointed out, could 
result in nothing, because the Senate 
would not consent to any such legislation. 
It now appears that the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate is decided not to-report 
the House bill in its present shape, and to 
oppose its passage, unless the trade dollars , 
redeemed are taken out of the $2,000,000 
a month which the law requires shall be: 
coined. In this the Senate committee cer- 
tainly represents the best opinion of the 
country. 

The trade dollar has from the first been 
the subject of continual and numerous 
blunders. It was a blunder to ever give it 
a legal-tender quality; it was another to 
continue to issue it after that quality was 
withdrawn; it was still another to allow 
the people to be deceived by it after reck- 
less persons had begun to use it as a coin 
of circulation. But it would be the.great- 
est of all to exchange it for silver dollars, 
in addition to the amount of those unde- 
sirable coins already required to be turned 
out from the mints. The number of out- 
standing trade dollars is somewhat indefi- 
nite, for it is difficult to say accurately 
how many have gone abroad not to return. 
That there is a considerable number of them 
within reach of the Sub-Treasuries ready 
for presentation whenever the Govern- 
ment is authorized to redeem them is cer- 
tain. Of these a portion are in the hands 
of brokers and speculators, probably the 
greater part of them. A certain number 
of them are in the hands of persons who. 
have received them as an equivalent for a* 
dollar, in honest trade, and as these can-. 
not be set apart from others, it is impossi- 
ble to redeem them without offering to re- 
deem all. Todo thisin the standard sil- 
ver dollar is, perhaps, the least objection- 
able plan. But to issue more standard 
dollars for that purpose is simply to add to 
the depreciated coinage of the country. 

This is what the House proposes and 
the Senate committee resists. It is a 
valuable indication of the incapacity of 
the Democratic House of Representa- 
tives to deal with the most obvious evils 
of the currency, and those from which 
the greatest dangers are to be feared, that 
it cannot provide for so simple a thing as 
the redemption of the trade dollars with- 
out increasing the mischievous element in 
the coinage. And this disposition has 
been invariably shown on every occasion 
when the Democracy has had to face even 
the minor questions of finance. For the 
moment it is only the minor questions 
which present themselves, but the situa- 
tion is such that very grave ones may 
come up at any time. It would be a mis- 
fortune for the country if, when this 
should happen, the Government were in 
the hands of a party so ignorant or so 
cowardly as the Democrats. 





GORDON AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


What can the Government of Great 
Britain be about? Gen. GORDON was 
cooped up in Khartoum for weeks before 
the British evacuated Suakin after repeat- 
edly repelling the assaults of Osman Dic- 
NA. He has been cooped up there ever 
since. It is estimated in Cairo that it 
would take eight weeks to march an ex- 
pedition to the relief of Berber, which is 
regarded as the key of Khartoum. In that 
case it seems certain thatif, instead of evac- 
uating Suakin,a flying column had been 
detached from Gen. GRAHAM’s force to re- 
lieve Gorpon when his position was first 
known to be one of grave peril, his rescue 
might before this. have been effected. 
Such an expedition was talked about so 
long ago as the middle of March, but in- 
stead of fitting it out the British took to 
their transports. Nothing whatever has 
been done in Downing-street toward res- 
cuing an Englishman whose danger has 
been incurred by his devotion to the cause 
of England—though a mistaken cause. 

Gorpon’s peril is growing more immi- 
nent daily. He himself represented weeks 
ago that the case was urgent. And yet 
Mr. GLADSTONE’sS Government does not lift 
a finger toward his rescue. The chances 
of failure are not to be discussed in such a 
case. The national honor of England is 
even more firmly pledged to the rescue of 
Gorpon than is the honor of our own 
country to the rescue of GREELY. It is 
and for weeks has been simply necessary 
to the good faith of England that a vig- 
orous attempt should be made, regardless 
of cost and regardless of difficulty and 
danger, to vindicate the national honor. 
The apathy of the Government is a na- 
tional disgrace. 

So keenly has this humiliation been felt 
by individuals that an Englishwoman in 
Cairo last week offered £4,000 as a reward 
to the rescuer of GorDON. Sir EDWaRpD 
WATEIN, the dispatches tell us to-day, has 
offered £1,000 toward the same purpose on 
his own account, and has exhorted the 
newspapers to open subscription lists. 

Nothing like this has ever been seen in 
the world. Individual citizens rebuke and 
resent the apathy of the Government 
which rules a rich and brave nation by 
organizing an enterprise of private relief 
because the Government has not the spirit 
to undertake one of the first of all duties 
of government. It seems incredible. 

The English Government is not abso- 
lutely apathetic to all passing events, not 
even to all events in Egypt, for while 
Gorpon is beleaguered in Khartoum it is 
making proposals to Austria for a confer- 
ence upon Egyptian financial affairs. If 
disaster befalls GORDON the English people 
will be so eager to turn out Mr. GLaps- 
TONE that they will not greatly care whom 
they put in his place. Even a ranting 
blackguard like Lord RANDOLPH CHURCH- 
ILL would be preferred to him. 


‘The most plausible explanation of this | 
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astonishing state of affairs is that Mr. 


GLapDsToNe’s recent illness was much more 
serious than has been supposed. Without 
his active direction it has for years been 
plain that a Liberal Ministry could origi- 
nate nothing. But if the Prime Minister 
is in fact incapacitated, even the very 
moderate powers of his colleagues ought to 
be equal to perceiving that it is absolutely 
necessary that something should be done. 


HORSE PRETENSES. 


The servility with which Park Commis- 
sioners pander to the worst prejudices of 
‘horses is disgraceful. For a long time the 
‘Commissioners excluded bicycles from the 
Central Park, simply because the horse 
‘element of our population objected to 
them. The horses pretended that they 
were afraid of bicycles. This was a mere 
pretense. Horses are afraid of stray pieces 
of paper, for the reason that they firm- 
ly believe that paper is animated 
with a deadly hatred of horses, 
and often lies in wait on the road- 
side in order to rush at an approaching 
horse and tear him in pieces. The bicycle, 
on the contrary, is always under the con- 
trol of a rider, and has never yet been 
known to attack a horse. Moreover, the 
bicycle is not in the least terrific in its ap- 
pearance. Itis not, like a crumpled news- 
paper, a vague and shapeless object, mov- 
ing before the wind with awful celerity, 
and suggesting by its appearance and 
movements something unearthly and un- 
canny. The bicycle is plainly composed of 
wheels, and horses are perfectly familiar 
with wheels, and know that they are in- 
nocuous. There never was amore shal- 
low pretense than that horses are put 
in bodily fear by the sight of a harmless, 
peaceful bicycle. 

The equine opposition to bicycles was 
plainly an expression of the dislike for 
machinery which has always prevailed 
among the laboring classes. Undoubtedly 
the horses feared that the bicycle, which 
costs less than a horse and multiplies with 
greater rapidity, would prove a formidable 
rival, They dreaded lest the day should 
come when no one would care to ride a 
horse in the Park, and every one would 
ride the bicycle. This was the real secret 
of the opposition to bicycles; but such 
was the influence of horses that until very 
recently they succeeded in keeping bicycles 
out of the Park. 

The bicycle has finally been admitted to 
the Park, but the tricycle is still under the 
ban. The horses pretend that the tricycle 
is more dangerous than the bicycle and 
allege that when they see a lady riding on 
a tricycle on a windy day they are filled 
with horror and dismay. The Commis- 
sioners accepted this absurd plea on the 
ground that all naturalists are agreed that 
horses and many other animals have an 
uncontrollable fear of any scarlet-colored 
object; but itis well known that scarlet 
has gone out of fashion and that plain 
black or gray has taken its place. This 
fact completely overthrows the argument 
of the horses and leaves the Park Commis- 
sioners without excuse for their hostility 
to tricycles. 

Of course, the reason why horses dis- 
like tricycles is that the tricycle is de- 
signed mainly for the use of women, and 
hence it is feared that women will cease to 
drive in carriages drawn by horses, and 
will take the air in—if the expression is a 
proper one—tricycles. Here, again, we 
note the ignorance and selfishness of 
horses. They care nothing for the good 
of the community, and are occupied solely 
with their own private interests. 

Why the Commissioners should pay 
such deference to the wishes of horses is 
not clear. If it was claimed in behalf of 
bicycles and tricycles that they were 
frightened by horses, and that horses 
should therefore be excluded from the 
Park, no attention would be paid to the 
demand. If the horses possessed the long 
ears and the sonorous bray of professional 
politicians we could understand their in- 
fluence with the Commissioners, but as 
they have neither votes nor political in- 
fluence, it is inexplicable that they should, 
so to speak, carry the Commissioners in 
their hoisters. 


The sapient Tribune person who took 
the altogether wanecessary trouble to telegraph 
somebody at the Utica Convention that he ad- 
hered to his * original intention not to allow the 
use of his name,” will, we suppose, continue to 
declare in his paper that “the anti-Arthur vic-

Twelve young men, who had never seen a the- 
atrical performance, who had not the slightest 
idea of the appearance of a theatre, and whose 
notions of the simulation of character could not 
have been derived from study of the work of 
other actors, sustained the principal characters 
—the tyrannical Gessler, the Swiss patriot, 
hisson, the cruel Sarnem, and the members 
of Tell’s band—and according to the newspapers 
the representation was fully equal in merit to 
the performances usually given by unprofession- 
alactors. Of course such a show as this has its 
pathetic side, and it is doubtful if the exhibition 
was received by the spectators ‘n the spirit in 
which it was given. People went out of curios- 
ity to see how the blind people would bear them- 
selves in their stage finery. But, all the same, it 
was a notable illustration

A Boston paper says that Edmunds could 
get 20,000 more votes than Blaine in Massachu- 
setts.

The Charleston News and Courier re- 
iterates its statement that, according to the best 
information that can be obtained, there is no dis- 
tress in South Carolina that demands an organ- 
ized movement for its relief. 


Mr. John B. Tolman, a veteran printer of 
Lynn, Mass., has given the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association of that city an estate valued at 
$30,000, stipulating that the income shall be used 
in promoting the cause of temperance.

One provides that the petitioner 
shall be a regularly domiciled inhabitant of 
Rhode Island, and must have resided at least two 
years in the Commonweath prior to the filing of 
the petition, and the other stipulates that the 
Justices of the Supreme Court before whom the 
petitions are heard may compel testimony, of an 
oral character, to the effect that the party did 
not come to Rhode Island for the purpose of ob- 
taining a divorce, and if such evidence be not 
forthcoming when required, the’petition cannot 
be granted.

ITALIAN OPERA. 

The tendency of musicians of the “ ad- 
vanced” school to devote opera-houses and con- 
cert rooms to the exclusive interpretation of 
Wagner’s works and the sermons of German 
criticsand partisans have not yet driven what our 
forefathers called music from the field, and the 
products of the genius of Bellini, Rossini,and Don- 
izetti still appear to have some sort of hold upon 
public favor. ‘La Sonnambula’” was repre- 
sented at the Academy last evening, and al-

eee and exceedingly demonstrative. Bellini’s 
melodious opera was sung here last Fall by the 
same persons who were concerned in its per- 
formance es, the cast including Mme. 
Gerster and Signori Vicini and Cherubini. As on 
the earlier occasion, last night’s rendering of 
“La Sonnambula” diffused much pleasure. The 
character of Amina is perfectly suited to Mme, 
Gerster’s voice and talent. Bellini’s tuneful and 
touching themes require the crystalline and 
sympathetic timbre Mme. Gerster’s tones S- 
sess, her thorough mastery of legato singin, A 
and, as in the final rounds, the range and oa 
bility of voice as well as the virtuosity 
for which the Hungarian prima donna has long 
been distinguished. The maidenly light-heart- 
edness of the opening scenes, the pretty senti- 
ment of the betrothal, the grief growing out of 
Elvino’s rejection of her hand, and the joy con- 
sequent upon the reconciliation of the lovers, 
are also wéll within the limits of Mme. Gerster’s 
skill as an actress, and the result of the vocaland 
histrionic fitness of the songstress to the réle 
was patent last evening, as before, in a charmin 

and impressive delineation of one of the mos 

winning if most familiar of operatic heroines. 
To note the points at which the effect of Mme. 
Gerster’s efforts was most marked would be to 
repeat former notices of  still-remembered 
representations of “La Sonnambula.” Suffice 
it to say that her solos were applauded to 
the echo, and that “Ah! non giunge” was 
followed by a stormy demonstration of delight. 
Signor Vicini approved himselt an earnest and 
vigorous Elvino, and his powerful high tones, 
although not always used with discretion, won 
applause again and again. Signor Cherubini was 
an efficient Rodolfo, and the chorus and orches- 
tra were more than equal to their easy duties.

RANDALL IN TROUBLE 


NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS CAUSING 
EMBARRASSMENT. 

IS PLAN OF SENDING THE SENATE. AMEND- 
MENTS TO A CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 
SPOILED—MR, DORSHEIMER ANGRY. 

WasuiIneton, April 23.--A question arose 
fm the House of Representatives this afternoon 
as to the method of treating the Senate amend- 
ments to the Naval Appropriation bill. The Com- 
mittee on Appropriations unanimously agreed 
that the best course would be to send the biil to 

a conference committee ut once, so that all 

amendments upon which an agreement could be 

reached might be disposed of before the 

House was asked to consider the remain- 

ing amendments. The minority of the Appro- 

priations Committee did not commit themselves 
either for or againstany of the amendments, 
but agreed with Mr. Randall that the proposed 
plan would be the best way quickly to adjust the 
differences between the Senate and the House, if 
they can be adjusted at all. Mr. Randall asked 
the House to send the bill to a conference com- 
mittee, but Mr. Kasson objected, and made a 


speech in favor of the appropriations for con- 
structing new steel cruisers, and for providing 
guns for the vessels now on thestocks. Mr. Reed, 
of Maine, worried Mr. Randall into a formal 
statement of the amounts added to the bill by 
the Senate, but he failed to draw himinto an 
argument upon the merits. Mr. Reed then pro- 
ceeded to lecture the Democrats, and particu- 
larly Mr. Randall, for their opposition to the ap- 
propriation and their general insufficiency to 
grapple with great national affairs. Mr. Dors- 
heimer made an earnest appeal in favor of a re- 
habilitation of the navy, which, he said, was de- 
manded by the party and the _ country. 
The Speaker's gavel cut short Mr. Dors- 
heimer’s eloquence, but he received  ap- 
lause from the Republican side and from 
yen. Rosecrans. The gentleman from New-York 
fretfully remarked that Mr. Randall had yielded 
him 10minutes. Mr. Randall said he had yielded 
only five minutes. Mr. Dorsheimer said he cer- 
tanily understood that Randall promised him 10 
minutes. Randall hurriedly said: “ Well, you 
had no right to understand,” when Mr. 
Dorsheimer, interrupting, shouted so loudly 
that the sleepers in the galleries were dis- 
turbed: “Well, well, ween it comes to 
that, I say you did.” Mr. Randall re- 
peated his assertion, and Mr. Henley and 
others confirmed him. Meanwhile, the Republic- 
ans were laughing and Mr. Dorsheimer talking, 
but his words were inaudible at a distance except 
the final remark: “I put my word against his. 
Mr. Dorsheimer sat down looking pretty warm, 
and Mr. Randall turned his pale face toward the 
Speaker and recurred to the naval bill. The 
hour for recess arrived before the question was 
disposed of, and it will come up to-morrow.

4REENBACKS IN PAYMENT OF DUTIES. 

While considering bills on the regular 
ealendar to-day the Senate reached the measure 
authorizing the payment of customs duties in 
* Jegal-tender notes, which had been adversely re- 
ported upon by the Finance Committee.

AN EFFORT TO BE MADE TO FORM A COM- 
BINATION WITH BELGIUM. 

PitTssuRG, Penn., April 23.—President 
Cline and Andrew Burtt, a prominent member of 
the Window-glass Workers’ Association, left the 
city this evening for Europe. One object of the 
trip is to investigate the strike of Belgium glass- 
workers, which has been in progress for some 
time. The Belgium workmen contributed largely 


toward the support of the recent strike in this 
country. Another and more important object is 
to induce the European glass-workers to send 
representatives to an International Glass-work- 
ers’ Convention which will be held in this city in 
July. President Clinesays of thisconvention: “ It 
is proposed to form an association whose member- 
ship will include all the window-glass workers in 
the world. We believe that by so doing we can 
better regulate wages and secure the rights of 
all. In our travels we will gather data interest- 
ing to glass-workers, so that in our efforts to 
make the Poe combination we can work in- 
telligent'y. ur trade is peculiarly adapted for 
a union of this kind, as we can at al! times get 
accurate estimates of the consumption and sup- 
ply of window-glass in every quarter of the 
globe. We hope to form a consolidation that 
will protect the prices of manufacturers and 
wages of workmen on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and thus insure peace and prosperity for all in- 
terested in our trade. For some time past there 
has been a nominal union between the window- 
glass workers of America and those of Belgium, 
but we now intend to make the bond closer.”

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FISH'S DYNAMITE OUTEIT 


_2a-———. 
THE INFERNAL BOX NOT SO DAN- 
GEROUS AS IT LOOKED. 
LITTLE INFORMATION ABOUT THE DEAD MAN 
BUT A GENERAL IMPRESSION THAT HE 
WAS A COLLECTING CRANE. 

All day long yesterday a stream of men 
filed down the narrow stairway leading into the 
cellar of the engine-house at Chambers and Cen- 
tre streets. There it tumbled over boxes and bar- 
rels, felt its way through the pitchy darkness, 
and stopped at the front end of the cellar, which 
was dimly lighted by askylight in the sidewalk. 
Directly under the skylight was the box in which 
Manager Fitzgerald, of the Carleton House, in 
William-street, found the dynamite outfit of 
Nathan E. Fish, whose body was dis- 
covered floating under the pavilion at Belle- 
vue Hospital on Tuesday afternoon. The box 
was perfectly plain, and had a swinging cover 
like a trunk. When this was raised it was seen 
that the box was divided transversely into two 


parts. In it lay 21 little cylinders, 8 inches lon 
and 14 inches in diameter. Each was cove 
with an oily, heavy yellow paper, neatly foided 
over the ends like the cover over the but end of 
askyrocket. Each weighed about six ounces. 
A man who claimed to be an expert opened one 
of the little cylinders yesterday morning, and 
said it was a dynamite cartrid The words 
“ Hercules Powder” were printed on each cylin- 


er. 

Besides these cylinders the box contained a va- 
riety of things, including a rubber syringe with 
several feet of rubber hose attached; a pint glass 
truit jar with two zinc pipes three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter, running through the cover and 
half-way to the bottom of the jar; some slow 
and guick fuses, and two small, cheap pistols. 
The pistols were apparently new, and were 
breech-loaders. 

The smull box which was placed on the bottom 
of the box which contained all the articles was 
jl inches long, 7 inches wide, and 8% inches deep. 
It was made of wood, was weppped up in brown 
paper, and bore the words: “Sure death to the 
one that opens this box.” Notwithstanding this 
warning Chiet Mahedy of the Second Battalion, 
Fire Department, pried off the bottom of the box 
and found init only some crooked wires, fuses, 
and waste-paper. The bottom was replaced and 
the paper again wrapped around the box, and 
the package served to frighten every visitor to 
the cellar during the day. 

Coroner Kennedy took possession of Fish’s let- 
ters and memorandum books. One of the letters 
was from A. W. West, and was headed, “No. 26 
De Frees-street, N. W., Washington, D. C., Nov. 
6, 1883." In it the writer said he was glad to hear 
that Fish had goneto New-York instead of going 
South. The main part of the letter was devoted 
to a description of a magic lantern exhibition in 
Washington, and indicated that both the writer 
and Fish were interested in a similar enterprise, 
or expected to be. Near the close the following 
passages occurred: 

“T am glad you are in New-York, and you can ndw 
learn a great deal and all about the great metropolis, 
and as much devilment as you like; or you can be a 
saint in New-York as anywhere. 

“Iam going to give you a “ttle good advice, though 
you never give any heed to it: 

“TI. Have a littie firein your room at night, and not 
allow yourself to get cold and chilly. 

“II. Clothe yourself warm and eat hearty, &c. 

“LLU, Fix yourself up and fe to church once in two 
weeks, if no more. I should die with the blues if I did 
not gotochtirech. You can hear Beecher, ‘Tallmage,’ 
and all the ‘ big bugs,’ &c. 

“IV. You can hear all the great lecturers,” 

The other letters related to receipts which Fish 

urchased in December, 1881, for ting ate 
several of the addresses had been partially 
erased in the memorandum books and could not 
be read. On one pave was the following: ** Nas- 
sau. James Lidgerwood & Co., No. 758 Broad- 
way, or R. W. Parsons, Pier 30 East River.” 
James Lidgerwood & Co. are grocers at No. 835 
Broadway, angi R. W. Parsons is the mail agent 
in this city of Ward’s line of steamers. 
Mr. Parsons was situated on pier No. 
20 till about one year ago, and_ then, 
as now, had charge of the mails for 
Nassau in the Bahamas. He is now in the Ba- 
hamas. James Lidgerwood & Co. furnish sup- 
ag to the Royal Victoria Hotel, at Nassau, and 

r. Lidgerwood has been in the habit of engag- 
ing rooms at the hotel for Americans. Mr. 
Lidgerwood said yesterday that he had a faint 
impression that a man answering Fish’s descrip- 
tion called upon him last Winter and made some 
inquiries about Nassau and the means of sytting 
there. “Ishould have been very likely,” sai 
Mr. Lidgerwood, “ to have referred him, or any- 
body else,to Mr. Parsons for avy information 
concerning vessels to the Bahamas.” 

Fish’s note-book also contained a card with the 
name of William H. Van Swartwout, No. 253 
Fifth-avenue, and upon it also the name of the 
Scoville Manufacturing Company, of No. 419 
Broome-street. Mr. Van Swartwout has not 
lived at No. 258 Fifth-avenue in several years. 
His name does not appear in the New-York City 
ee His Post Office address at one time 
was Washington. The Scoville Manufacturin 
Company has not been able to find the name o 
Nathan E. Fish upon its books, and does not rec- 
ognize him as one of its customers from the de- 
scription given. 

Manager Fitzgerald, of the Carleton House, 
learned yesterday that Fish worked in Douglass 
Taylor’s job-printing office, at No. 89 Nassau- 
street. At the office no information concerning 
the man could be gatnered. There, as at the 
hotel, he was quiet and reserved and extremely 
reticent about himself and his affairs. During 
the da eg A. Payn, a compositor, who 
worked next to Fish in Taylor's office, gave 
a little additional information about the myste- 
rious deceased. Payn said that while Fish was 
sick at Bellevue with erysipelas he called to see 
him. Fish gave him $300, and told him to take 
care of it. Payn called on Coroner Kennedy 
and secured a permit for the removal of Fish’s 
body from the Morgue. Yesterday afternoon 
the body was taken to the Lutheran ween 
and there interred. The general impression is 
that Fish was a crank, with a mania for collect- 
ing explosives and the like.

A COMBINATION OF DRUGGISTS.

THE PLANS WHICH HAVE BEEN FORMED TO 


KEEP UP PRICES. 


PittsscrG, Penn., April 23.—Very few 
people have any idea of the extremities to which 
the druggists of the United States have been re- 
duced in the past year or two. Their condition 
became @ serious at last as to threaten the solv- 
ency of the trade throughout the country. In 
the Jarger Eastern and Western cities general 
merchandiie stores on extensive scales began to 
sell patent medicines at a greatly reduced rate 
as a bait for their other goods. They reduced 
one-dollar bottles down to within a cent of the 
actual wholesale cost, which they could 
afford to do because they would puy 50 


and 100 dozen bottles at once. This affected 
the drug stores in those cities so seriously 
that they had to begin to cut petens. too. Then 
the war of competition spread to all parts of the 
country because medicine could be bought and 
expressed cheaper to some towns and cities 
than it was sold there. It got to be a great 
evil, and the business in proprietary arti- 
cles was at last carried on at actual loss. Partic- 
ularly was this the case in New-York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Chicago, and St. Louis. Something 
had to be done to check the downward tendencies. 
Two or three of the more thoughtful representa- 
tives of the business, including Mr. George A. 
Kelley, of Pittsburg, planned and planned until 
their labors finally resulted in one of the strong- 
est and most powerful combinations or protect- 
ive associations ever formed in any branch of 
the mercantile or manufacturing world. It op- 
erates on a curious principle and contro!s 30,000 
drug stores and between 700 and 800 wholesale es- 
tablishments, which embrace the entire coun- 
try. They therefore secured the organization of 
a joint association composed of three members 
from each of the retail and wholesale associa- 
tions and the proprietors of medicines. and this 
association has now worked out a scheme that 
must restore prices, 

This scheme may be outlined as follows: A 
combination consisting of the 13 largest patent 
medicine manufacturers in the United States,rep- 
resenting the great bulk of the most popular rem- 
edies—some 60 preparations—has been formed by 
Hostetter & Smith. Perry Davis & Sons, C. C. 
Green, Johnston, Holloway & Co.. Charles H. 
Vogeler & Co., Fleming Brothers, Dr. Jayne & 
Sons, J.C. Ayer & Co.,G. W. Campion & Co., 
Foster, Millburne &'Co., Tarrant & Co., and Dr. 
J. H. Schenck & Sons. There firms have em- 
ployed an agent. Individually they have sent out 
circulars to all wholesale druggists in the country, 
and the wholesale men have sent out circulars 
to the retailers. The gist of these circulars is 
this: When the proprietors sell to the wholesale 
men they bind them by a contract not to sell 
their medicines below a certain price, and that 
they in turn will bind their retail customers not 
to retail it at less than acertain price. If this 
contract between the wholesale dealer and the 
proprietor is violated they can buy no more 
patent medicines of that brand whatever. 
Then if the centract between the retailer 
and the wholesaler is violated the name of 
the retailer violating it is at once reported by 
honorable druggists to the agent of the proprie- 
tors, who immediately notifies every wholesale 
dealer in the United States not to sell any more 
goods to him. According to their contract with 
the proprietors, therefore, these retailers are ef- 
fectually cut off,and to keep up with the public 
demand are forced to put up prices and submit 
to thecombination. Last week 13 prominent firms 
in the Eastern cities were punished in this manner 
for cutting rates. Now they cannot get asupply 
of goods by any hook or crook.

It begins by protesting 
against the implication of the stockholders’ let- 
ter that there has been a disposition on the part 
of the Directors of the company to withhold 
from stockholders information as to the affairs 
ofthe company. So far as President Endicott 
knows, no stockholder has ever been refused 
any information proper to be communicated, 
“though it hes not always, been possible to be 
accurate, owing to the many unsettled accounts 


for construction, &c.” The officers of the com- 
pany, it is averred, have no possible motive for 
concealment. 

The letter states that the books of the com- 
pany have been sent back from Boston to New- 
York, and will remain in this city. Stockholders 
are referred to Elijah Smith for a statement of 
the assets and aggregate liabilities of the com- 
pany. President Endicott deems it improper to 
make a public exhibit of the names of the cred- 


- Itors with the collateral held by each, as it would 


be distasteful to them. He says: 

“* As the inquiry has often been made in New-York 
papers as to what bas become of the large capital of 
the company, it may not be inopportune to remind the 
stockholders that the shrinkage of market price in the 
Northern Pacific and Vy Railway and Navigation 
Company’s stocks held in December last by the Oregon 
and Transcontinental Company will amount during the 
past year to more than $20,000,000, or more than $50 
per share upon Oregon and Transcontinental stock. 

“In regard to maturing a funding scheme, I can only 
say that it has been much discussed, but it seems hard- 
\v practicable to attempt it with success until later in 
the year. The eight-million-dollar loan matures Dec. 
Sl, and the remaining indebtedness of the company at 
a somewhat remote date, so that the collateral is not at 
present available. There is much reason to expect 
that the Summer business upon both the Northern 
Pacific and Oregon Railway and Navigation Compa- 
nies will be such as very much to strengthen the col- 
lateral which the company will have to offer as security 
for a long loan.” 

It is stated that the company’s officers have 
partly accomplished their purpose of taking the 
corporation out of the critica! condition in which 
it was found in December and putting its affairs 
into “snug” condition.

SECURITIES LISTED. 
THE ERIE ACCUSED OF MORTGAGING ITS 
PROPERTY TWICE. 

Among the securities listed by the Stock 
Exchange Governing Committee yesterday were 
$5,000,000 of collateral trust: bonds issued by the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad 
Company. The Trustees of these bonds are the 
United States Trust Company of this city, and 
the deed of trust covers 16 different lots of secur- 
ities, representing the Erie’s “interest in branch 
lines, coal properties, terminal facilities, and im- 
provements connected with the lines of its rail- 
roads.” It is alleged on behalf of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company that these same secur- 


ities are covered by a mortgage which that com- 
any holds on the property of the New-York, 
ke Erie and Western Raiiroad Company. 

When proveron was being made for the issue 
of the collateral trust bonds, more than a year 
ago, President R, G. Rolston, of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, sent a letter of in- 
quiry to President Jewett relative to the pro- 
pooes use of the aforesaid securities. Counsel 

or Mr. Rolston stated yesterday that no definite 
information on this point had as yet been re- 
ceived from the Erie Railway Company. The 
mortgage to the Farmers’ Loan and it Com- 
pany was given to it to take the place of the old 
second mortgage consolidated bonds, which were 
foreclosed, and it is said to cover all the stocks 
and bonds and personal property of the Erie 
Railroad. 

The following securities were listed by the 
Stock Exchange Governing Committee yester- 
day: Louisvilleand Nashville Railroad Company; 
trust bonds to the amount of $10,000,000. These 
bonds are dated March 1, 1882, and are due March 
1, 1922. They bear 6 per cent. interest and are 
convertible, on demand of the holders, into com- 
mon stock. 

Fifty thousand shares ($5,000,000) of the capital 
stock of Morgan's Louisiana and Texas Railroad 
and Steam-ship Company and $1,494,000 of the 
first mort = cent. gold bonds of the same 
company. The bonds have been issued at the 
rate of $12,000 a mile on the extension of railroad 
from Morgan City to Cheneyville.

ANOTHER DENVER FIGQOT. 

A temporary injunction was granted by 
Judge Barrett, of the Supreme Court, on Tues- 
day afternoon, in the suit of the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad Company, against the Denver 
and Rio Grande Western Railway Company, the 
Rio Grande Western Construction Company and 
others. By this order the defendants are re- 
strained from acting under the tenth article of. 


the lease of July 10, 1882, made by the Denver and 
Rio Grande Western Railway Company to the 
Denver and Rio Grande. The lease isfor 30 years 
from Aug. 1, 1882, the rental being 40 per cent of 
the gross earnings of the leased road. 

One of the provisions of the lease is that the 
General Manager of the Denver and Rio Grande 
shall also be the General Manager of the leased 
road. D. C. Dodge was General Manager of the 
Denver and Rio Grande when the lease was 
made, and his name was put into the document 
in that connection. Gen. Dodge was a friend of 
Gen. Palmer, and the latter's retirement from 
the Presidency of the Denver Road was followed 
by a change of General Managers. Dodge, how- 
ever, held to his ——- as General Manager of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Western, basing his 
authority upon the wording of the lease. The 
new management of tho Denver Road insisted 
upon exercising direct supervision over the 
leased line, hence the present suit.

Nearly all the colonists 
had gained enough to enable them to send for 
their families from Italy; they had paid their in- 
debtedness to the proprietor, and, on leaving, 
all received means sufficient for the transporta- 
tion of themselves and families to the Argentine 
Oy for which they sailed.

e now learn that one of these families has re- ;} 


turned to Santa Veridiana,where it now is, being 
welcomed by the proprietor with all the kind-- 
ness that was to be expected from his generous 
character. This family had gone to the town of 
Colon, inthe Province of Entre Rios, in the Ar- 
gentine Republic, and there having spent part of 
the savings gained at Santa Veridiana, without 
finding - suitable agricultural employment, 
determined to return to Brazil and to the colony» 
which in an evil hour it had abandoned. < 

The head of this family states that his former* 
comrades in labor, who like him went to 
Colon, are now there in a very precarious condi- 
tion. They had exhausted the savings which 
they brought from Brazil, and, having sought in 
vain in the Province of Entre Rios a situation 
similar to that they had possessed in the Brazilian 
colony, were eager to return to Santa Veridiana. 
Dr. Antonio Prado, as we are informed, is making 
arrangements for the return of these colonists to’ 
Santa Veridiana, thus rendering, in our opinion, 
asignal service to the cause of colonization in 
Brazil, in thus demonstrating that among us in- 
dustrious settlers may find all the conditions of 
prosperity at least equal to those.offered by other 
countries. 

The facts which we have recounted containa 
profitable lesson. So unfavorable is the opinion... 
we ordinarily entertain of our own policy in re- 
gard to colonization and immigration; so exact-. 
ing are wein our own affairs, and so \ndulgent* 
toward those of other countries, that our judg- 
ments may draw a valuabie lesson from the fact, 
that colonists who had left Brazil have, after a,, 
bitter experience, the fruit of their mistake, re+ 
turned to their former homes. These colonists, 
too, are good colonists, industrious and enter- 
prising, as is proved by their accumulation of 
savings at Santa Veridiana and the desire to re-: 
turn to the position they had left in Brazil.* 
These men, heads of families, after years of res- 
idence in Brazil, recognize by their acts the ad- 
vantages they had enjoyed under the system of 
sharing the crops on a Brazilian plantation. 

To wish for employment, it ap s, in the Ar-, 
gentine Republic, is not enough that all immi- 

rants who seek that country may obtain it. 

‘here, as elsewhere, as everywhere, many settlers 
will live contentedly, while others will be dissat- 
isfled; some will arrive at wealth, others ata 
competency, while many will succed only in 
gaining the necessaries of life, and not a few will, 
struggle vainly to keep want from their doors. 

if a similar event, unfavorable to the interests 
of Brazilian colonization, should occur, we should 
naturally find ourselves the objects of very dif- 
ferent commentaries. The fact of some ship- 
loads of immigrants having at different times 
left Brazil has subjected us to the severest criti- 
cism. We shall not imitate the example. To 
form a general judgment from {isolated facts 
would be a condemnable proceeding—one which, ; 
we are sorry to say, has been sometimes em- 
a ge against Brazil, and which our impartiality 
will not allow us to use toward others. 

In the — Republic, as in Brazil, exist 
abundant elements o promenty for the indus- 
trious settler. This is the truth, resulting from 
the general consideration of the subject, and it 
cannot be obscured by the accidental failure of 
some or of many settlers. 

We will hope that equal calmness and candor 
will characterize all judgments formedjin regard 
to colonization in Brazil.—Jornal do Commercto

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NONE TURNBULL’S FRIEND

THE EVIDENCE FOR MR. LOUBAT 
ALL IN. 

TWO GOVERNORS ON THE STAND, ONE OF 

WHOM ACKNOWLEDGES HE WAS INDIS- 
: CREET—WHO REVISED THE CIRCULAR. 
/ ae evidence for the plaintiff in the 
‘Loubat suit was concluded yesterday, From 
every Union Club man who has becn on the wit- 
ness stand Mr. Choate has endeavored to get an 
admission of at least intimate association with 
Henry Turnbull. He failed in every instance to 
get more than an acknowledgment of a friendly 
club acquaintance, even from Turnbull’s wife’s 
cousin, Mr. Isaac Townsend. The latter was one 
of the Governors at the time of the quarrel and 
cast his vote both for the expulsion of Loubat and 
his cousin-in-law’s censure. Being, likeTurnbull, 
put of business at the time, he was, as Mr. Choate 
said, able to spend a great deal of time at the 
“ mutual resort,” enjoying fits: sports and its 
privileges, simply because he had nothing else 
to do. Mr. Townsend said that, althouch 
he and Turnbull often met at the club, they 
never played cards, dominoes, billiards, or chess 
together, never lunched or dined together, and 


very rarely visited at each other's house. Mr. 
Townsend added that he never heard of- the 
quarrel between Turnbull and Loubat_until the 
now celebrated circular was printed. He denied 
telling George Lorillard of it in Florida during 
the Winter of 1881-2. It never occurred to him 
that because he was related to Turnbull there 
was any impropriety in sitting as one of his 
judges on the Governing Committee, and he had 
no recollection of telling Turnbull afterward 
that if it had not been for his presence there he 
would have been expelled too. 

James N. Platt said that when he attended the 
session of the sub-committee he was given to 
understand by the Chairman, Mr. Sheldon, that 
it was only as Mr. Loubat’s friend. He said 
nothing except to suggest that Loubat be per- 
mitted to read a written statement of the facts. 
This statement he had read over in his office the 
day before and approved. When the document 
was read the committee merely asked one or 
two questions and bowed Messrs. Loubat and 
Platt out, with the remark that “they wouldn't 
detain them any longer.” Nothing was said to 
them about the evidence of other witnesses. A 
stenographer was present, but Mr. Loubat s ke 
60 rapidly that it was seemingly impossible to 
take the precise language of his statement. The 
stenographer’s report, and not Loubat’s own 
manuscript, was submitted to the Governor. 

George L. Reeves, who is not a member of the 
Union Club, was asked about a dinner at Mr. 
Cadwallader’s house three or four days before 
Loubat was expelled from the Union Club. He 
remembered that Henry Turnbull and James V. 
Baker, at that time a member of the Governing 
Committee, were both present at the dinner. 

One of the Governors at the time of the quarrel 
was Samuel! P. Blagden, and he made the motion 
to expel Loubat. He denied that he had ex- 
pressed the opinion that Loubat should be ex- 

lied before he went to the Governors’ meet- 
ng. After the expulsion he had given as a 
reason for his vote the fact that Loubat made 
efforts to obtain Willing’s letter in order to injure 
Turnbull and give him the lie. Mr. Choate, by 
dint of cross-questioning, got Mr. Biagden to 
admit that he furnished a portion of the much- 
discussed newspaper reports for the press. He 
said he found a reporter waiting for him at his 
house when he returned from the Governors’ 
meeting, and gave him the simple facts of 
Loubat's expulsion and Turnbull's censure. He 
dénied a printed statement attributed to him 

iving a reason for the action of the Governing 
Bommittee. He gave the information thoucht- 
lessly, without retlecting that he was violating 
the rules of the committee. : 

Herman R. Leroy, Treasurer of the Union 
Club, and the nominal defendant in this suit, was 
read portions of a former deposition he had made 
regarding the case, and Mr. Choate repeated sev- 
eral questions designed to show bias with a view 
to getting rulings on them. Then Mr. John 
Hunter was recalled and Mr. Choate asked him 
the following questions: 

Did you not take an active part in this quarrel in be- 
half of Mr, ‘Turnbull ? 

Did you not co-operate in this respect with Messrs. 
August Belmont and William R. Travers? 

Was not the printed circular revised and corrected 
among you ? 

Did not Turnbull place himself in the hands of you 
three as his friends, and did you not print this circular 

ainst his protest / 

Jas it not known in the club that you so acted? 

To every one of these questions the defense 
objected, the court sustained them, and Mr. 
Choate took exceptions. Mr. King was recalled 
and questioned as to the practice of the Govern- 
Ing Committee in disciplining offending mem- 
bers in the past. Mr. Choate offered to show that 
they acted very differently when dealing with 
members of their own body as distinct from 
members of the club. He mentioned particular- 
ly the cases of Peleg Hall and John H. Draper. 
Mr. Draper was called to tbe witness stand to 
gay that he had nothing to do with the prepara- 
tion of the Turnbull circular, and Mr. Choate 
rested his case. The trial goes on to-day.

A VISIONARY SYNDICATE. 


A REAL ESTATE PROJECT ABOUT WHICH THE 
BROKERS KNOW NOTHING. 

The report that a syndicate of English- 
men, with a capital of $25,000,000, was seeking to 
invest it in real estate in this city, and had 
offered to purchase the property bounded by 
Rector-street, Broadway, New-Church-street, 
and Tin Pot-alley, created quite a stir yesterday 
among real estate owners and brokers. It was said 
that the Englishmen intended to erect a ten-story 
building, to be divided into offices, and the land 
andthe buildings, it was estimated, would cost 


about $8,000,000. It was further said that $1,250,000 
had been offered for the building at the corner of 
Broadway and Rector-street, where the offices of 
the Union Trust Company and of the Metropoli- 
tan Railroad are situated, but that the 
owners had refused the offer. Inquiries 
among real estate brokers and property- 
owners elicited different opinions as to the 
truth of the report. At the office of Homer 
Morgan nothing was known of any English syn- 
dicate to purchase real estate in this city, and no 
credit was attached tothe report, which was 
believed to have been started for the purpose of 
booming the property on that particular block. 
Mr. Fish, President of the Marine National Bank, 
owns property in the block, and one of the 

essrs. Fish, when asked abou tthe report yester- 
day, said that no offer had been made to them to 
buy it,and he did not believe that there was 
any truth in thereport. Royal Phelps also owns 
a building on the block, for which he gets a 
yearly rental of $8,000. He smiled when asked if 
any one had offered to buy the property, and re- ' 
marked that the newspapers must be hard up for 
news to start such a senseless report. No one 
had made any offer whatever to him to buy his 
building. 

Sigmund T. Meyer, one of the owners of the 
building at Broadway and Rector-street, said 
that some time ago a gentleman from London 
who represented this syndicate came to this city. 
He cailed on Mr. Meyer, and that gentleman ad- 
vised him to invest in real estate. The English- 
man, whose name Mr. Meyer said he was not at 
liberty to disclose, regarded this advice very 
favorably, and Mr. Meyer tried to purchase some 
property in Broadway, near Wall-street, but 
enough land could not be got upon which to 
erect a suitable building, nor could any property 
be secured in Wall-street anywhere near the 
Stock Exchange, as all in that vicinity was very 
valuable and yielded large rentals, and the own- 
ers refused to sell. Finally Mr. Meyer proposed 
the block above mentioned, and the Englishman 
offered $1,250,000 for the building at Broadway and 
Rector-street, but Mr. Meyer declined to accept, 
and asked $2,000,000. An offer was also made, 
Mr. Mevercontinued,to Harmony’s Nephews, who 
owned the two adjoining buildings, to purchase 
their property, and those gentlemen were con- 
sidering the proposal. The Englishman returned 
to London by the steamer Arizona, and he 
thought that the syndicate was going to pur- 
chase his property at least. One of the members 
of the firm of Harmony’s Nephews said that no 
one had offered to buy their property, and they 
were not anxious to sell it, inasmuch as they 
were getting a very handsome income from the 
rents.

Mr. Chamberlin, the Assignee, stated yesterday 
that Mr. Deane’s failure did not in the least affect 
the law firm of Deane & Chamberlin. Mr. Deane, 
the senior partner, had been enga, for a num- 
ber of years in real estate operations, which had 
grown to enormous proportions. He had built 
many hundred houses in Yorkville and Harlem, 
buying the land on which they were constructed, 
and at the present moment had become tem- 

orarily embarrassed. He has erected over 1,600 
buildings, Mr. Chamberlin said, and 8,000 men 
have been employed at one time on his struc- 
tures. He was prominently connected with the 
Baptist Church, and his generosity to the institu- 
tions connected with that denomination bas 
made his name familiar throughout the United 
States. He has given tothe church and its in- 
stitutions over $500,000 in money. He gave 
$100,000 cash to the Rochester University, of 
which he was a graduate, besides a library. He 
is a member of the Calvary Baptist Church, on 
Fifty-seventh-street, near Sixth-aveoue, for the 
building of which he gave $50,000.. He also gave 
the land for the Second Baptist Church, at One 
Hundred and Eleventh-street and Lexington- 
avenue. 

Mr. Chamberlin thought the unsecured liabili- 
ties, including the preferences, would not ex- 
ceed $500,000. This amount, of course, did not 
include mortgages, as the property was greatly 
in excess of the amount of the mortgages 
thereon. His assets were not definitely known 
as yet, and it would require some time to com- 
plete an inventory, but they were largely in ex- 
cess of the liabilities, and, after settling up mat- 
ters, Mr. Deane would, no doubt, have a good 
fortune still left. The assets consist of many 
houses, built and in process of building, 
and mortga on real estate which he took for 
property sold by him. His buildings are ail 
rented, and he has a large income from his rents. 

At the Hanover National Bank, in Nassau- 
street, Mr. James T. Woodward, the President, 
stated that Mr. Deane’s failure did not occasion 
him the least anxiety. He was quite certain that 
it was only a question of time when the amount 
woulda be paid. He hada very high opinion of 
Mr. Deane, whom he considered a remarkable 
man inevery way. Hesaid that Mr. Deane had 
accumulated his fortune very rapidly, and he 
was convinced that things would eee 
themselves out very shortly. He considered him- 
self perfectly secured by Mr. Deane’s preference. 
He also held a few bonds as collaterals. At the 
Fourth National Bank Mr. 0. D. Baldwin, the 
President, said that he considered himself per- 
fectly secured, but declined to state in what 
manner. At the National Park Bank Mr. George 
H. Potts, the President, thought the sum of 
$3,823 90 too trifling to be anxious about. He 
was quite certain it would be paid as soon as it 


became due.

A’ BROOKLYN NUISANCE ABATED, 


THE PROPRIETOR OF THE DISREPUTABLE 
‘* WINDSOR” CONVICTED. 

For the past three days Martin D. Tyr- 
rell has been on trial in the Kings County Court 
of Sessions, before Judge Moore and a jury, ona 
charge of keeping a disorderly house in one of 
the most fashionable districts of Brooklyn. The 
house, which was known as * The Windsor,” is in 
Clinton-street, just on the borders of Columbia 
Heights, and within a stone’s throw of halfa 
dozen fashionable churches. Tyrrell amassed a 
fortune in his disreputable business, and con- 


ducted the pore so quietly that the police for 
years found it impossible to secure evi- 
dence that would lead to a conviction. An 
employe of ‘Tyrrell,, who was _ arraigned 
before Justice Walsh, testified unwittingly that 
liquor was soldin the house. He had just en- 
tered Tyrrell’s employ, and did not know that his 
master had no license. Further questions elicited 
information as to the true character of the 
house. Capt. Campbell, of the First Precinct, 
then took the case in hand and secured, after 
much hard work, a good deal of evidence against 
the proprietor. Tyrrell used money lavishly to 
defeat the ends of justice. He gave his certified 
check to one man, whom he induced to offer 
himself as bail for Leary, the employe who gave 
the information, pending the latter’s examina- 
tion on a charge of intoxication. His hope was, 
it issaid, to get Leary out of the way, and thus 
deprive the prosecution of its principal witness. 
Capt. Campbell, however, learned of the plan, 
and when it was brought to the attention of Jus- 
tice Walsh the proffered bail was not taken. As 
a last effort, when the case came to trial, Tyrrell 
alleged that he leased the place to another man. 
It was shown, however, that he had guaranteed 
ayment for all the supplies furnished to 
the house. Tyrrell is a_ tall man of 
slight  buiid, with a long, drooping 
brown mustache and sallow complexion. 
He sat pale and nerveless during the three days 
of his trial, and when the jury yesterday brought 
in a verdict of guilty, he looked as if he were 
oing to faint. The prisoner was remanded until 
yednesday, when Assistant District Attorney 
John U. Shorter, who conducted the case, will 
move for sentence. The house conducted by 
Tyrrell is the first of the kind that ever secured a 
foothold in Brooklyn, and the conviction of its 
proprietor is hailed with general satisfaction.

MAYOR EDSON URGES THAT COMMANDER 
TAYLOR’S REPORT BE ACTED UPON. 

Mayor Edson has written to Congress- 
man 8. 8. Cox, at Washington, forwarding the 
report of Commander Taylor, the naval adviser 
to the City Government. Mr. Edson wrote that 
he esteemed the constant watching of the harbor 
entrances and of their physical changes to be of 
such importance that he would urge upon the 
Congressman’s notice the need of immediate 
action in regard to the subject matter of the re- 
port, in order that by being incorporated in the 
Coast Survey appropriation for the coming 
fiscal year, the money may become available 
July 1. There could be no doubt of the value 
to the commerce of this city of the proposed 
appropriation, nor should there, it would be seen, 
be any hesitancy on the part of Congress in 
granting the small sum needed, $15,000. Com- 
mander Taylor believes this sum to be sufficient 
for this purpose, and this seems, in the Mayor’s 
judgment, a very slight annual expenditure, 
when compared with the total. volume of the 
annual commerce and seafaring business here. 
The Mayor, in conclusion, asked Con an 
Cox, if the matter met with his approval, to urge 
it upon those Senators and Representatives who 
represented this city or who were interested in 
its welfare and advancement. 

The report of Commander Taylor says that a 
Coast Survey v 1 should be stationéd here con- 
tinuously, with a party on board en in ob- 
servation of the changes occurring in the chan- 
nels and entrances of the harbor. and in the vari- 
ous waterways immediately adjacent. A schooner 
or small steamer, with a few officers and men, 
would be sufficient for the purpose. and the an- 
nual outlay would be, comparatively speaking, 
inconsiderable.

CARRIED IN A CHAIR INTO COURT. 


OLD MR, MAYBEE COMPELLED TO TESTIFY 
IN THE RUGG CASE, 

A subpoena was served on Garret M. 
Maybee to appear as a witness against Charles H. 
Rugg, in the trial of the negro for murder, but it 
was disregarded. ‘The plea was made that he was 
in too poor health to appear, but it was generally 
understood that there was a disinclination on the 
part of Mr. Maybee and the relatives of the mur- 
dered woman to believe Rugg guilty. On the con- 
trary, they are reported to think in spite of the 
evidence that the murderer is still enjoying his 
liberty. To secure the presence of Mr. Maybee, 
Judge Brown granted a bench warrant and, Mr. 


Maybee left his son-in-law’s house yesterday 
morning for the fi: st time since the murder. 

The old man was brought into court in a chair. 
His gray locks were smoothly brushed, and his 
full whiskers carefully trimmed. His face was 
pale. His sightless eyes and palsied limbs made 
pathetic the story which he told to the court ina 
trembling voice. During the examination Dr. 
Darling B. bal ag A of East Norwich, sat with 
his hand on Mr. Maybee’s pulse. The old man 
told the story of his wife and daughter leaving 
him to go to the barn, of hearing footsteps pass- 
ing through the house, and the rummaging of 
the drawers in the bureau where the money was 
kept; how he was beaten over the head with his 
stick and his watch demanded, and finally of his 
desperate efforts to secure help. 

rs. Hester L. Simonson, Mr. Maybee’s daugh- 
ter, identified the watch and chain of her mother, 
recovered in the puwn-shop in this city where it 
was pledged. John 8. Wood the detective of 
who was employed by Austin 

Corbin to work on the case, toldof Rugg’sstating 
to him where the watch was to be found. Delia 
Chameroy testified to Rugg’s pawning the watch 
with her in New-York, and identified the negro. 

Lance Conklin, a young and very black negro, 
of = Cove, said he was in New-York Nov. 17 
and 18. 

* Are you related to the defendant?” suddenly 
asked District Attorney Fleming. 

* A little,” said Conklin, in a low voice.

Conklin related how Rugg bought a watch and 
chain and a lot of furniture in New-York on the 
Monday following the murder.

“ Twice for fighting.” . 

“ Ever for anything else?” 

* Yes, once for finding a pocket-book.” 

Mrs. Emma _ Corse (colored) said she went to 
Glen Cove on Saturday evening, Nov. 17 last. She 
saw Rugg at the station at 8 o'clock and half an 
hour later at Mrs. Charlotte Rushmore’s. Mrs. 
Mar, t Elizabeth Taylor, the proprietress of a 
lodging-house at No. 74 Sullivan-street, testified 
that the card in the back of Mrs. Maybee’s watch 
came from her place. 

Judge Brown said he would expect the testi- 
mony for both sides to be all in to-day.

The ferry from the foot of Christonher-street 
to Hoboken was sold to the Hoboken Land and 
Improvement Company at $5,000 forthe fran- 
chise and $17,500 wharf rent. The sale of ferries 
at the foot of Canal-street to Fort Lee, N. J., and 
from the foot of West Twenty-third-street to 
Jersey City, was postponed. The Highland 
Steam-boat Company, operating in connection 
with the New-York and Sea Beach Company, 
tiled a protest against edgy go of the 
sale of the ferry franchise to Bay Ridge, as it 
stood ready to purchase the franchise.

The 
Staten Island boats bring up tons of the fish 
every trip, Yesterday the wholesale price was 
$i4 per hundred, Within the next two weeks 
shadmen say that fine shad will be selling on the 
city stands at 25 cents each, or Jess than 5 cents 
a pound, Theiow price will continue until the 
middie of May, when the fish are cheapest in 
price and of the finest quality.

About 2,500 packages of adulterated teas 
have been seized during the last 30 days by James 
R. Davies, the United States Tea Inspector. All 
of these teas came from Great Britain, and the 
seizures were madein different lots. Some ap- 
peals were made from Inspector Davies's deci- 
sion, and three cases have just been settled by 
arbitration in. favor of the Government. Arbi- 
trators considered yesterday the seizure of 1,000 
packages of Souchong teas consigned to Mosle & 
Brother, The board consisted of Benjamin 


Bryer, E. W. Corlies, and Morris Woodruff, and 
their decision sustained the action of the In- 
spector. A similar decision was made on Tues-

‘day by arbitrators in the matter of about 300 


peoms of Souchong teas imported by Billings 
Whitmore. The third arbitration was in rela- 
tion to a lot of 100 packages. 

The present law requiring a strict inspection of 
teas had been in operation just one year the first 
of this month. During this p=: there have 
been 2,956 tea invoices passed at this port, includ- 
ing 1,094,963 packages, or 52,000,000 pounds. In- 
spector Davies has examined 25,000 samples and 
rejected 650,000 pounds. The importations from 
England from = 1, 1883, to date have been as 
follows: Green tea, 50,084 peeowe; Souchong, 
12,212 packages; black, 9,239 packages; Japan, 
1,727 packages: total from England, 73,2712 pack- 
ages. From Canada: Green, 11,990 packages; 
Souchong, 277 packages; black, 188 packages; 
pen 2,674 packages; total from Canada, 
15, packages. The totai shipments from 
China and Japan, from the commence- 
ment of the current season to the latest 
mail dates have been 63,312,413 pounds. These 
figures include 138,974,622 pounds of Shanghai or 

reen teas,in which the adulteration is chiefly 
ound. As one of the notable results of the 
strict enforcement of the new law, it is shown 
that the importations of this quality of teas dur- 
ing the present season have n a little more 
than 6,000,000 pounas less than in 1882-3. 

Inspector Davies is yequired to watch all im- 
portations of teas that land in this country east 
of Detroit. Members of the tea trade credit him 
with being alert and zealous and a good judge of 
teas. The records show that in the 25 appeals 
taken from his decision the Government has 
been sustained in every case but one. The effect 
of the enforcement of the new Jaw is said by old 
tea importers to have been very beneficial thus

THE WARD'S ISLAND MURDER. 

Coroner Levy began an inquest yester 
day on the death of James Ritchie, who was shot 
on Ward’s Island last Saturday. The men ac- 
cused of the crime—Thomas Brown and Willie, 
alias ** Farmer,” Glynn—were present and smiled 
continually as the evidence was being taken. 
Two more evil-loooking young ruffians never 


raced the bar of a criminal court. John D. 

lanagan, a blacksmith, of .No. 1,957 Third-ave- 
nue, who was arrested with Brown and Glynn 
after the murder, was the first and most impor- 
tant witness heard. He said, in substance, that 
he had known both the prisoners for about five 
years, and that at about 5:30 o’clock last Satur- 
day afternoon, shortly after the murder was 
committed, while on his way to a shop in which 
he worked, at the foot of East One Hundred and 
Seventeenth-street, he met Brown at One Hun- 
dred and Ejighteenth-street. After about an 
hour’s deliberation the jury rendered the follow- 
ing verdict: 

‘“ We find that the deceased, James Ritchie, came to 
his death on Ward’s Island from a pistol-shot wound 
inflicted by some person unknown to us, but we are of 
the opinion that the prisoners, William, known as 
‘ Farmer,’ Glynn, and Thomas Brown, were implicated 
inthe crime of shooting James Ritchie. We recom- 
mend that the Police Commissioners furnish sufficient 
police force forthe protection of the upper islands to 
mt further depredations from suspicious charac-
